LONDON AIRSHIP 
GUIDED AT WILL 


Stanley Spencer Navigates 
Aerial Craft in All Diree- 
tions and Against 
the Wind. ° 


SAILS FOR THIRTY MILES. 


Starts From Crystal Palace, 
Cireles About St. Paul’s, 
and Lands Near 
Harrow. 


[BY TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 
LONDON, Sept. 20, 3 a. m.—Stanley Spen- 
cer proved yesterday that he could steer his 
airship successfully at will, sail in any direc- 
tion he liked, and make fairly good time 

against the wind. 
Mr. Spencer is a veteran aeronaut and built 
his airship after his own design. He has 
made several trial ascents to test his ma- 
chinery. Yesterday he started from the 
Crystal palace, sailed over St. Paul's, went 
as far west as BWaling, circled above that 
suburb, thence he altered his course in a 
northeasterly direction and sailed well 


| against the wind in the direction of Harrow. 


Spencer landed at Eastcote, near Harrow, 
‘at 6 o'clock. Thé ‘trip of thirty miles was 
made without a hitch. 

‘Percival Spencer, referring to his brother’s 


longest trip of Santos-Dumont, the Brazilian 


} geromaut, by nearly twerty miles. 


Airship Under Perfect Control. 


From observations of those on the ground 
Spencer seemed to have complete control 
of his vessel. He started from the Crystal 
palace at 4:15 o’clock in the afternoon, and 
was over Stratham, Clapham common, and 
the smoky south side of the metropolis, 
across the Thames, over the populous Chel- 
sea district, across Kensington and Earl's 
court, out to Harrow, and then safely past 
the Forest buildings. He executed an easy 
descent at-the Mttle village of Eastcote. 

Spencer has been experimenting recently 
with his vessel at the Crystal palace. Find- 
ing the conditions suitable, he suddenly de- 
cided to start off on his dangerous voyage 
late yesterday afternoon, and the usual 
crowd of palace spectators gave him a 
hearty send-off. The airship atonce rose 
to a height of about 300 feet. After travel- 
ing for about a mile, with practically 
no deviation in his course, Spencer made 
various detours, and seemed able to 
steer his ship as easily as a torpedo boat. 
Near Clapham common he came fairly close 
to the ground for the purpose of maneuver- 
appeafance of the air craft created 
intense astonishment among the thousands 
of persons on the streets, over whose heads 
the aeronaut passed. 


His Airship Described. 


Spencer’s airship has a blunt tail and 
nose, differing in that respect from the de- 
sign of Santos-Dumont’s balloon. The gen- 
eral lines are those. of a*bottie nosed whale. 
The bag is seventy-five feet long amd con- 
tains 20,000 cubic feet of gas. The frame is 
of bamboo. 

Unlike Santos-Dumont’s machine, Spen- 
cer’s airship ie propelied in front. The de- 
signer claims that this will render the air- 
ship more manageable, as the steersman can 
see the whole mechanism. A simple pres- 
sure of a button sets the airship going and 
stops it. It is worked by a motor of three 
horse power, placed at a safe'distance from 
the gas valve. 

Speed Is Fifteen Knots. 

The speed in moderate weather is fifteen 
knots per hour, but a moderate wind quite 
disconcerts it. It weighs 600 pounds and car- 
ries only one person at a time. The car is 
practically only a frame with a flooring of 
roped bamboo. 

There are special features and devices to 
prevent pitching and dipping, and a “ blow- 
er,” by which gas can be pumped out at a 
great rate andair pumpedin. Incasea hasty 
descent is desired, and should the fabric not 
be ripped, the gas escape bag forms itself 
into a parachute. 

The fuel is petroleum, and, to prevent a 
repetition of the accident by which Severo 
lost his life in Paris a few weeks ago, the 
petroleum flows along a metal pipe inclosed 
ina water jacket, and the exhaust terminates 
in a Davy safety lamp, rendering an ex- 
plosion impossible. 


Wife Makes an Ascent. 


Spencer claims his airship is simple in its 
operation and easy to manage. Last July 
he permitted hie wife to make a short ascent. 
At the time she described her experience, 
saying: 

“ Everything being ready, I stepped into 
the car, and pressed the button which started 
the electric motor. 

**T have frequently made balloon ascents 
with my husband, but the sensation of hav- 
ing the entire management of an airship was 
extremely thrilling. The craft instantly re- 
sponded to each movement of the rudder. I 
ran up to a height of 250 feet, and when 
I made the first turn the ship came about 
instantly, and I could hear the wild cheering 
of the spectators below. 

“T made a complete detour above the 
grounds. 

‘‘ After guiding the airship about and de- 
scribing a series of figure eights, I descended 
in a perfectly easy and safe manner. I was 


‘in the air exactly thirty minutes.” 


Family of Noted Aeronauts. 


Stanley Spencer and his brother, Percival, 
are two of the best known aéronauts in Eng- 
land, and their experience is almost world- 
wide. Their father, Charles Green Percival, 
was also a distinguished aéronaut. 

Of Percival Spencer, who is still under 40, 
many a piquant adventure might be recalled. 
Probably his most sensational feat was made 
in Caleutta. Ascending at dusk the intrepid 
aeronaut was carried towards the Sunder- 
bunds at an altitude of 12,000 feet. His anx- 
iety was not when he should come down, but

GIRL GETS HEAVY DAMAGES 
FROM CONSTABLE. 


Miss Agnes Stevens, Whose Property 
Was Taken to Satisfy Her Stepfa- 
ther’s Debt, Gives “ The Notorious ” 
the Hardest Blow of His Career— 
Protests of Women May Be Heeded 
Hereafter—Jury Also Orders the 
Furniture Returned. 


Constable Louis Greenberg learned yester- | 


@ay that it is sometimes expensive to ac- 
quire the title of * notorious.” For one of 
the acts on which his title is based a jury 
ordered him and his employers to pay a 
woman $2,500. While not the first lesson of 
the kind taught the constable, it is the niost 
expensive. 

The case was that of‘Miss Agnes Stevens, 
who asked damages from Greenberg and the 
W. C. Reebie Warehouse and Van company 
for seizing her property to satisfy a claim 
againet her stepfather. She sought, also, to 
recover the property taken, and in this, too, 
wae successful. 


Greenberg Takes Girl’s Property. 

The stepfather, 0. W. Freeze, failed in 
business, and with his wife, went through 
bankruptcy. Miss Stevens had inherited 
some money, and with this she bought fur- 
niture shortly before Greenberg appeared 
with his writ and deputies. He carried off 
not only her furniture, she testified, but also 
vases and sofa pillows that had been given 
her as presents. Miss Stevens told the jury 
that she and her mother and stepfather had 
all told the constable that he was taking 
her property. “You are all liars,” was 
the constable’s reply, she said. 

Attorney Chancellor, for Mies Stevens, put 
Greenberg on the stand as a witness for his 
client. Greenberg answered readily until it 
came to telling where his office is located, 
and then he tried to evade the question, 
but Attorney Chancellor questioned him 
until he admitted that his office was at 1411 
Ashland block. One of the claims of the 
plaintiff was although she Mad 
searched, she had never been able to find 
the constable, 


Greenberg’s Plea Is Overruled. 

As soon as plantiff’s case was closed Attor- 
ney EB. H. Morris, for Greenberg, moved the 
court to take it from the jury. Judge Liutch- 
ingon promptly overruled the motion. For 
his own defense Greenberg relied principally 
on certain affidavits made by Miss Stevens 
and Mrs. Freeze shortly after the levy was 
made and in which were some inaccuracies, 
Mrs. Freese explained to the jury that for 
months after the raid she was in an exci:ed 
state and unable to account for all her ac- 
tions. Shesays that the affidavits were made 
on the day following his attack, anc she was 
go nervous at the time that she inaccurately 
stated that she owned some wf the property 
named in the writ of replevin which did in 
fact belong to her daughter. 

The case went to the jury late in the after- 
noon and a verdict was soon returned. It 
read: 

* We, the jury, find the defendants guilty, 
and that the right to possession of the prop- 
erty in question is in the plaintiff, and assess 
the plaintiff's damage at the sum of $2,500." 


FIRE OF MYSTERIOUS ORIGIN 
DAMAGES OAK PARK CHURCH. 


Blaze, Discovered Shortly Before Mid- 
night, Is Fought by the Departments 
of Three Suburbs. 


Fire of an unexplained origin was discov- 
ered in the First Methodist Episcopal church 
of Oak Park shortly before midnight, and 
for a time dt seemed that the structure would 
be burned. The Cicero, the Ridgeland, and 
the Oak Park fire departments responded 
to the alarm and by prompt work kept the 
damage at $500. 

The church has been undergoing repairs 


for the last six weeks and the new interior 


finishing was badly damaged by the smoke 
and water. The floor and west wall of the 
building suffered from the flames. 3 

The janitor of the church said that in his 
belief the fire started from a lighted cigar 
left in the building by one of the workmen. 
Others said that this theory was not tenable, 
as no workman had been in the church for 
several hours previous to the fire. 


FISHERMEN ARE CAUGHT IN NET. 


Two Evanston Men Have Struggle for 
Life When Their Boat Is 
Swamped. 


Two fishermen were nearly drowned in 
the lake off Evanston yesterday morning. 
They became entangled in the meshes of a 
fish net which they were trying to haul into 
their boat and were sinking when one cut his 
way out of the net and pulled his companion 
with him. Both were picked up by rescuers 
who had seen the accident from the shore, 

The men were Charies Beck, 45 years old, 
and his son, George, proprietors of a plumb- 
ing establishment in Evanston. Thursday 
evening they set a fish net 800 feet long in 
the lake off the Grosse point Hghthouse. 
When they went out to get ft yesterday 
morning the sea was rough and the net was 
heavily laden with fish. While they were 
struggling with it their boat was swamped. 
Both father and son wore heavy rubber 
boots and jackets and so could not swim. 
Twice they were drawn under before the 
son managed to get off his boots and jacket, 
cut away. the net, and pull his father, who 
was almost unconscious, to the boat. Fred 
Andrews, who had started to their rescue, 
found them clinging to their boat, almost ex- 
hausted. 

After drifting twenty miles with the gale 
the big soow which broke away from the tug 
Andrew H. Green off Fort Sheridan during 
Thursday's storm was recovered yesterday 
morning, and a serious menace to lake traf- 
fic was removed. Several tugs spent five 
hours hunting for the derelict. 

Dispatches from Racine to managers of 
the Goodrich line in the morning apprised 
them of the whereabouts of the steamer 
Sheboygan, for which considerable fear was 
felt on account of the storm. The Sheboy- 
gan left Chicago Wednesday night for Green 
Bay, but sought shelter at Racine. Entering 
the harbor the boat struck the south piér, 
wrecking the bulwark.

HAULED BODY IN TRUNK. 


Victim Enticed Into Flat, Slain, 
and Remains Taken to New 
Jersey—Arrest Expect- 
ed in Short Time: 


New York, Sept. 19.—[Special.]—Capt. 
Titus, chief of the detective bureau, an- 
nounced at 10:30 o'clock tonight that Mrs. 
Anna Pulitzer was murdered by William 
Hooper Young, said to be a grandson of 
Brigham Young, the famous Mormon leader. 
The murder, said the chief detective, was 
committed in Young's father’s apartment at 
108 West Fifty-eighth street. 

It was said by the police that this man 
Young, aged 30 years, was the son of William 
Young, broker, of 120 Broadway, the man 
who engineered the organization of the ship- 
building trust and who is now in Europe, 
where he has been trying to get foreign 
capftal into the company of which Lewis 
Nixon is president. 

The accused man is supposed to have been 
living In his father’s apartment. Evidences 
of murder were discovered in the flat, which 
is on the second floor. 


Trace Horse and Runabout. 

The body of Mrs. Pulitzer was found 
in the Morris cana), just outside of Jersey 
City, on Thursday afternoon. After thirty 
hours of investigation the police of New 
York, Hoboken, and Jersey City had estab- 
lished the fact that the weight found on 
the body belonged to a horse and runabout 
which was hired from a Hoboken: liveryman, 
and tonight information was received point- 
ing toward Young as the man who hired the 
rig, took the dead woman from New York 
to Jersey City, and finally rid himéelf of hig 
cargo by sinking it im the shallow waters of 
the canal. 

When the police, after locating Young's 
residence, reached the apartment and bat- 
tered im the doors, they found some of the 
murdered woman's clothing there. Capt. 
Titus said the body had been secreted under 
the kitchen sink for a time before its re- 
moval to New Jersey. 


Identified in a Photograph. 

It was through a Hoboken newspaper man 
named Anzer that Young’s name was learned. 
He and Anzer were connected with the Week- 
ly Crusader not long ago, and late this after- 
noon Anzer went to Chief Donovan of the 
Hoboken police department and said to him: 

“Shortly after 7 o’clock on Thursday Young 
came to my home in Seventh street and said 
he was going to return a hired rig to Charles 
K. BPvans’ livery stable. He had the rig 
with him at the time.” 

Chief Donovan knew Evans had been to 
New York police headquarters and recount- 
ed the hiring of a buggy by a stranger, who 
took away with him the weight that was later 
found on the woman’s body. So, accompanied 
by Anger, the chief hastened to the livery 
stable, carrying with him a photograph fur- 
nished by Anzer. 

The photograph showed a group of men 
formerly employed on the Weekly Crusader, 
and the liveryman immediately picked out 
the face of Young, saying:

Police Search the Flat. 
After this Anzer and the Hoboken chief

In the first bedroom of the apartment were 
bloody sheets, pools of blood in a closet, and 
a large knife.

Sends Trunk to Chicago. 

From people in the flat house it was learned 
that Young left there Wednesday afternoon, ' 
some hours before the stranger hired the 
buggy in Hoboken. He returned Thursday 
night, carrying two large packages. During 
the evening he went to the Wells-Fargo Ex- 
press company’s office, in Sixth avenue, near 
Fifty-ninth etreet, and gave orders that a 
trunk at his flat should be shipped to Phila- 
delphia. He was told that the company did 
not reach Philadelphia and then ordered the 
trunk shipped to Chicago, and this was done. 


Boy Helps .Carry Trunk. 

At 9 o'clock Wednesday evening Young ap- 
peared in the street in front of the house and 
asked Alfred Dabney, 16 years old, to go into 
the house and help him carry out a trunk. 
The boy says he assented and helped Young 
to carry down a heavy trunk, which Young 
said was full of books. In front of the house 
was a horse attached to a light buggy, in 
which the trunk was placed. Young got in, 
according to Dabney, and drove rapidly down 
Sixth avenue. . 

Capt. Titus expressed himself as confident 
that Young would be apprehended inside of 
twenty-four hours.

The city has won its fight for half fares for | 


children on the lines of the Union Traction 
company. After Oct. 1 children between 7 
and 12 years old will be carried for half the 
regular 5 cent rate. The order will go into 
effect on all the north and weét side lines of 
the company. 

General Counsel W. W. Gurley informed 
Assistant Corporation Counsel Clarence N. 
Goodwin that the board of directora of the 
company had considered Mr. Goodwin's ul- 
timatum and had decided to obey the or- 
dinance. It has not been decided whether 
half fare tickets will be issued or just how 
the cut will be made, and there is no means 
yet found of registering the fares, but these 
questions will be settled, Mr. Gurley said, 
within the next ten days. 

The City railway has observed the or- 
dinance, and the Union Traction company’s 
refusal to do so led Alderman Bidmann to 
secure the passage of an order in the council 
on May 19, directing the corporation counsel 
to give an opinion whether all street railways 
in the city must comply with the ordinance. 
The opinion was in the affirmative. 


Alderman’s Child Gathers Evidence. 

Armed with this, Ald. Race started out to 
collect evidence, under an order by Ak. 
Eidmann directing Mr. Walker to procure 
the enforcement of the ordinance. Myrtle 
Race, the aldermat’s 11 year old daughter, 
accompanied her father about the city, and 
notes of their experiences with conductors 
were taken.

Injured Toe Starts It All. 

The whole tragedy was a result of the sim.

Those on the stage 
shouted “ Quiet.” This also was construed 
as *‘ fire.”’” Then the panic began, and men, 
women, and children trampled each other to 
death in fleeing from a fancied peril. ) 


Throng Seeking Relatives, 
Streets in the vicinity of the scene of the 
disaster arb thronged with friends and rela- 
tives of those known to have been present at 
the meeting, all seeking some information 
regarding the missing ones. This adds to the 
confusion and retards the work of relief.

Street Strewn with Bodies. 

The panic took place at 9 o’clock, just as 
Booker T. Washington had concluded his aé- 
dress to the national convention of Baptists, 
and for three hours the scenes around tie 
church“ were indescribable.

bulanece service of the city was utterly inca- 
pacitated to move them until midnight. 
“Dozens of bodies were arranged in rows 
on the ground outside of the house of wor-

More than 2,000 in Hall. | 
The church is the largest house of worship 
for negroes in Birmingham, and the pastor 
says there were at least 2,000 persons in the 
edifice when the stampede began.

Cry Is Mistaken for “Fire.” 

Mistaking the word “ fighting” for “ fire,” 
the congregation rose en masse and started 
for the door. One of the ministers quickly 
mounted the rostrum and admonished the 
people to keep quiet. He repeated the word 
“ quiet’ several times, and motioned te his 
hearers to be seated. Again the excited con- 
gregation mistook the word “ quiet” for 
“fire,” and renewed the struggle to reach 
the door. 

Men and women crawled over the benches, 
fought their way into the aisles, andthoge 
who had fallen were trampled upon like 
cattle. The ministers tried again and again 
to stop the stampede, but no power on earth 
could stay the struggling, fighting mass of 
humanity. 


Women and Children Scream. 

The screams of women and children edded 
to the horror of the scene, and through mere 
fright many persons fainted, and as they. 
fell to the floor were crushed to death. | 

The level of the floor is about fifteen feet 
from the ground and long steps lead to the 
sidewalk from the lobby just outsite the 
main auditorium Brick wills extend on 
each side of these steps for six or seven feet 
and this proved a veritable death trap. 


Wall of Struggling Humanity. 

Negroes who had reached the top of the 
steps were pushed violently forward, and 
many fell. Before they could move others 
fell upon them, and in fifteen minutes per- 
sons were piled upon each other to a height 
of ten feet. This wall of struggling humaani- 
ty blocked the entrance, and the weight of 
1,500 persons was pushed against it. More 
than twenty persons, lying on the steps un- 
derneath the heap of bodies, died from suffo- 
cation, 


Fire Department Is Called, * 
Two white men who were In the rear ot 
the church when the rush began escaped, 
and, realizing the seriousness of the situa- 
tion, rushed to a corner near by and turned 


to seatter the crowd which had 
around the front of the church. 

A squad of police also was hastened to the 
church, and with the firemen finally 
ceeded in releasing the negroes from their 
pinioned positions in theentrance.

Most of Victims Suffocated. 

Most of the dead are women, and the phy- 
siclans say in many cases they fainted and 
diea from suffocation. A remarkable fea- 
ture of the calamity is that no blood was 
geen on any of the victims. They were either 

crushed or died from suffocation. 
Lecturer’s Story of Stampede. 

Principal Booker T. Washington, when

PRAM BACK FROM ARCTIC. 


SVERDRUP RETURNS FROM POLAR 
SEA ON NANSEN'S SHIP. 


After Four Years Spent in the Ex- 
ploration of Elleamere Land and the 


West—Made Neo Effort to Reach the 
‘North Pole—All Members of the Par-.

STAVANGER, Norway, 
Otto Sverdrup, the arctic explorer, arrived 
hére om Nansen's ship Fram after more than 


polar regions. 

Capt.. Sverdrup made no effort to reach 
the north pole. His original purpose was to 
explore regions hitherto neglected by arctic 
_ Voyagere and if possible to circumnavigate 
the island of Greenland. 


Fast in Ice Three Years. 

' For three years the Fram lay nearly 
niotioniess, ‘imprisoned in- the.ice in Jones 
sound, a channel between Baffin bay and the 
Arctic ocean. All attempts to blow up the 
ice around the Fram proved fruitless, but 
in July of 1902-a heavy southern stream 
loosened the vessel from the ice. ; 


Accident to Machinery. 
The Fram left Godhaven, Greenland, Aug. 
, 1902, but an accident to the machinery 
compelled the ship to make the homeward 
passage entirely under sail.

Otto Sverdrup was captain of the Fram 
when Dr. Nansen tock that ship into the 
arctic to test his theory of the northward 
and westward drift of the polar ice pack. 
Upon Nansen’s return he presented the 
Fram to Sverdrup, who fitted it out for an- 
other voyage into the frozen north. , 


Four Years in Arctic Wilds. 


The Fram sailed from Christiania, Nor- 
way, onJune 14, 1808 Capt. Sverdrup stated 
at that time that it was his purpose to ex- 
plore Smith's sound and Robinson's channel, 
to circumnavigate Greenland, to study the 
paleocrystic ice, and to take notes on tides 
and temperatures. | 

The expedition carried the usual arctic 
equipment. The outfit consisted of ski, 
sledges, canoes, snow shoes, and everything 
necessary for transportation. The food sup- 
plies were large and varied. The draft ani- 
mals numbered ten elk dogs, a number of 
large Finn dogs, and eighty Eskimo dogs.‘ 
Of the sixteen members of the expedition five 
were executive officers and five were 
scientists. 


Met Peary Three Years Ago. 

Capt. Sverdrup was only sighted once from 
the time he left Norway until he returned. 
In the summer of 1899 he fell In with Lieut. 
Peary in Kane basin on the northwest coast 
of Greenland. 

There was considerable rivairy between 
Lieut. Peary and Capt. Sverdrup. Previous 
to his sailing Lieut. Peary complained of 
Capt. Sverdrup’s expedition, and the cap- 
tain explained in a letter that he did not aim 
to reach the pole, but only Ingended to ex- 
plore Greenland and to make @ study of the 
ice in that region, and by means of sledging 
journeys to explore the unknown regions of 
north Greenland.

Two members of her 
suite were with the queen during her last 
moments.

Germany with America.

Other Sections to Demand 


_Chance—Personal Reasons 
Blamed for Withdrawal.

g@ought of the renomination of Speaker Hen- 
geraon by the convention which will meet at 
Hampton on Tuesday next has finally been 
wiven, up by his friends. What they hope to 
ae Dow is so to control the gathering as to 
one of their friends in his place, and it 
ig not entirely certain they candothat. Who 
will be the nominee, however, is almost en- 
tirely guesswork, as the field of candidates is 
jarge and growing larger. 

At the meeting of the congressional com- 
mittee in Dubuque yesterday the Henderson 
people scored a partial victory. The six 
members who voted in favor of reconvening 
the old convention instead of calling u new 
ene, and who also sent the gathering to 
Hampton instead of to this city, where the 
original one was held, were the friends of the 
speaker, while the three of the opposition 
were the men who have been outspoken 
against him 

May Not Control Convention. 

The fact that Henderson was able to con- 
-trol a majority of the committee does not, 
however, make it certain’ he can control the 
convention. It takes Dubuque, Delaware, 
and one more county to make a majority of 
the delegates, and it is going to be difficult 
to make a combination W this character. 
Dubuque county is claiming the nomination 
for itself, while Delaware has candidates of 
its own in the persons of George E. Durham 
and Judge Seeds, and one of them is likely 
to secure the delegation. 

As for the remaining counties of the dis- 
trict, they all have from one to three candi- 
dates, and these seven, as well as Delaware, 
unite in the claim that, as Dubuque has had 
@ congressman for twenty years and could 
have had it for two more had the candidate 
not quit the race, it is time some other coun- 
tyhedachance. This sentiment is especially 
strong in the western part of the district, 
mere the anti-Henderson feeling is strong-

Still Want Another Reason. 

Washington, D. C., Sept. 19.—[ Special. }— 
Speaker Henderson’s mysterious wi edrawal 
from the congressional race is stil} being dis- 
cussed here, but with less acrimony. Every 
One is anxious to have a better reason than 
the one given, but there is a growing convic- 
tion that the real reason was personal and 
not political. 

Speculation of the most absurd character is 
heard, one story being to the effect that 
Gen. Henderson became enraged because he 
Was not invited to the conference between 
President Roosevelt and the five senators 
last Tuesday. 

President Roosevelt had no intention of 
siighting the speaker, as they are good 
friends. A telegram was received here today 
from Henderson in which he said: ‘‘ Ido not 
propose at my time of life and after the sery- 
ice I have rendered to be subjected to and 
dragged through a dirty campaign.”

PANIC AT A TENT REVIVAL 
sWHEN BOYS MAKE ARUSH. 


Several Persons Injured in Evanston 
as the Result of the Distribution of 
Prohibitionist Campaign Buttons.

A rush for some campaign buttons that 
were offered at a tent revival meeting fn 
Evanston last night resulted in a panic and 
the injury of several persons. A number of 
boys who made the rush succeeded in secur- 
ing the buttons, and also stripped the tent 
of a number of flags with which it had been 
decorated. 

The meeting, in charge of the Rev. M. M. 
Parkhurst, was in Chicago avenue, near 
Main street. Mr. Parkhurst had just con- 
cluded his address, when a man, whose name 
the police were not able to learn, clambered 
on the platform and asked permission to 
distribute a number of buttons bearing the 
picture of Joseph J. Tracy, the prohibitionist 
candidate for sheriff. At the same time he 
displayed a number of the buttons and 
shouted: 

‘Come and get boys.”’ 

The “ boys’’ accepted the invitation liter- 
ally. With a rush and a shout they swept 
against the platform, overturning it, and 
throwing the Rev. Mr. Parkhurst and the 
man of buttons to the ground. The timbers 
of which the platform was constructed fell 
in all directions, some of them striking per- 
sons who were sitting near by. 

No sooner had the platform fallen than the 
400 persons in the tent pushed toward the 
one exit, shoving and elbowing as they went. 
When the exit became clogged in the 
rear of the struggling mass rushed toward 
the tent itself, tearing away one side. 

The police were called, but when they 
reached the scene the worst of the trouble 
was over and the boys who had caused the 
disturbance had fled with the buttons 
flags. It was found that the less seriously 
injured had gone hgme unassisted.

headed by 12 year old John Kill, who was 
arrested.

Meet and Decide to Frown on All Such 
Activity, but Friends of Aspirants 
Are Dragging This Issue to the Fore- 
ground—Chairman Rowe Sends Out 
a Statement Deprecating the Course 
as Imperiling Result in Doubtful 

Districts. 


In an attempt to subdue candidates for the 
speakership of the Illinois house of repre- 
septatives until after election, the republican 
party managers held a conference yesterday 
and decided to frown on all such activity. 

Although the managers decided that the 
aspirants should be kept in the background, 
the friends of the candidates are dragging 
this issue to the foreground. Charles T. 
Cherry’s supporters are pushing his candi- 
dacy and others are entered in the race. 

‘The reported settlement of a troublesome 
situation in the Twentieth senatorial district 
whereby E. C. Curtis, regarded as the choic 
of Gov. Yates for speaker, is taken out of the 
race, furnished the friends of other candi- 
dates an opportunity to become active. As 
a result this interest begins to overshadow 
the state ticket and to jeopardize the election 
of republican nominees for the house in close 
districts. 


Cherry Denies Responsibility. 

While Cherry’s friends were pushing his 
name to the front, he denied responsibility, 
but he added: 

“If my friends want to talk, I can't help 

{t. You can’t stop anybody from talking 
if he wants to talk.” 
Some of the governor's political advisers 
declared that the only foundation for the 
story that he favored Mr. Curtis for speaker 
was something that Curtis ts supposed to 
have said when making the rounds of the 
state and watching legislative conventions 
last spring. It is understood that in trying 
to bring certain persons around to his way 
of thinking on propositions affecting the 
administration, the ex-speaker informed 
them that he expected to wield the gavel 
again. 


Statement by Chairman Rowe. 
At the conclusion of the conference of 


Chairman Rowe issued this statement: 

‘“T am sorry to see any rumpus or dis- 
cussion over the speakership of the house 
at this time. It will be time erouch for 
tMe repuDlicans to select a speaker when 
the election of a republican legis.ature makes 
it necessary for thens to do so. 

“Every man, when he hears the buzz of 
the ‘speakership bee,’ would do well to fol- 
low the distinguished and eminently wise ex- 
ample of Congressman, Cannon in regard to 
the speakership of the national house, when 
he said: 

‘** As to the speakership question, it is 
absurd to talk about that now. The house 
of representatives that will elect the next 
speaker will not be chosen until the 4th of 
November, and when chosen will'not or- 
ganize and elect a speaker, unless called in 
special session, until December, 1903. The 
first thing to do is to elect a republican con- 


gress. : 

“TIT have not consulted with Mr. Lorimer, 
Congressman Hopkins, or. Gov. Yates on 
this subject, but am sure that they are doing 
work for the good of the party and not trying 
to force at all the action of the legislature 
on this question. Any one who tries to 
pledge the members of the legislature for 
speaker is Mable to have his plans rudely 
disturbed.~ The loss of the lower house will 
not injure the election of a republican Unit- 
ed States senator, as the republicans have 
fifteen holdover senators and the democrats 
ten.”’

$50 from Mr. Mills,"’ said Lewis F. Mason, the 
senator's son, “‘ mentioning my father as his 
uncle. When Mills requested my father to 
pay him back the loan he was informed that 
he must look to Mr. Tisdel for his money. 
Father has stood this sort of thing as long as 
he can, and now the matter will go into court 
and settle itself.”’ 

Senator .Mason declared the case was a 
plece of political revenge, engineered by 
persons behind Mills. ““A week ago,” said 
Mr. Mason, “I received a letter from Mills 
saying that about state convention time Tis- 
del had come to him and asked him to ex- 
change checks with him for $50, as he wanted 
to use it in his ‘ Uncle Billy’s’ campaign; 
that when he sent Tisdel’s check to bank, 
later, it was not honored; and he intimated 
that he expected me to pay him the money. 
I have not heard from or seen Tisdel since I 
received Milis’ letter. I shall fight the suit 
in court tomorrow.” 

Mr. Tisdel lives in Evanston. A few days 
ago he resigned his position in United S:ates 
District Attorney Bethea’s office, after being

Secretary of the Treasury Will Arrive 
im Chicage This Afternoon and in 
the Evening He Will Address the 
Voters in Mason Park—Considered 
the Greatest Drawing Card, with the 
Exception of President Roosevelt— 
Candidates to Be Present. 


Leslie M. Shaw, secretary of the treasury, 
will arrive in Chicago this afternoon to speak 
at the republican meeting tonight at Mason 
park. With the secretary of the treasury as 
a drawing card it is expected that the north 
side gathering will rival the evening demon- 
stration at Sans Souci park last Saturday, 
when the county campaign was opened. 

Next to President Roosevelt, the committee 
on arrangements deciares, there is no speak- 
er in the country to whom the people would 
listen more intently than Secretary Shaw. 

** He is from lowa for one thing,’’ said one, 
“‘and republican activity seems to be cen- 
tered in lowa just now. There is every indi- 
tation that there will be a greater audience 
there than can be addressed." 

Secretary Shaw will arrive either at noon 
or at 2:50 o’clock on the Pennsylvania road 
from Washington. He will be met at the 
train by James Pease, Congressmen Boutell 
and Foss, and R. M. Simon, and will be en- 
tertained by this committee until the time of 
his address at Mason park. It is expected 
that Mr. Shaw will makea flying trip to lowa 
and return to Chicago by Tuesday, in time to. 
join President Roosevelt as he passes 
through Chicago to Detroit. 

Arrangements for tonight’s meeting were 
completed yesterday. A program of music 
has been arranged to precede the addresses. 
A military band, a colored quartet, and some 
soloists will furnish entertainment until 8:30, 
when Mr. Pease will introduce Congressman 
Foss as chairman of the evening. Congress- 
man Boutell’s address will precede Secre- 
tary Shaw's. 

Headquarters for candidates have been ar- 
ranged in the electric tower at the park, and 
all the candidates on. the republican ticket 
are expected to be present. Special arrange- 
ments have been made by the surface and 
elevated roads to care for the crowds. 

The Marquette, Hamilton, and Lincoln 
clubs have bven invited to participate and the 
Marquette club will march into the grounds 
in a body. Ninety guests and 600 vice presi- 
dents have been invited to sit on the stage 
during the speeches. Among the guests will 
be Senators Cullom and Mason, Congress- 
men Mann and Hopkins and the republican 
judges. 


ARREST MAN TO PROTECT SHAW 


Detectives Make H. J. McGrain a Pris- 
oner—Says Government Owes * 
Him a Fortune, 


Fearing that he might attack Secretary of 
the Treasury Shaw when the latter visits 
Chicago today, Detectives Quinn and Mul- 
len of the Central station yesterday arrest- 
ed H. J. McGrain, who is said to be laboring 
under the delusion that the treasury depart- 
ment owes him thousands of dollars. Chief 
Wilkie of the secret service instructed Capt. 
Porter to arrest the man and hold him until 
after the visit of the secretary and President 
Roosevelt. 
of Joseph Rolston, in the Fisher building. 
This morning he will be examined by the city 
physician, and if found to be insane will be 
confined at the detention hospital. “Ina 
letter which McGrain sent to Secretary 
Shaw he referred to a fund “ left for my sup- 
port by Jonathan Clark in 1812,” and in- 
closed a draft for $10,000 signed ‘“‘ James 
Augustus of the World.” 


ROOT WILL SPEAK AT PEORIA. 


Telegram from Secretary of War In- 
sures His Appearance Before Re- 
publican Club League. 


Secretary of War Root will attend the state 
convention of Republican League Clubs at 
Peoria next week. Congressman Hopkins 
received a telegram from Mr. Root yester- 
day which removed all doubts about his com- 
ing.

Please do not have 
the committee take the trouble to come to 
Chicago to meet me. Peoria is a large place 
and I cannot miss it.’ Mr. Reot is billed to 
speak Wednesday night in Peoria’s new col- 
iseum, and it is understood that he comes as 
the representative of President Roosevelt.

Yates are scheduled to speak also. 


JURY OUT WITH MURDER CASE. 


Hugh Reilly, Alleged Slayer of Police- 
man Duffy, Probably Will Know 
His Fate This Morning.

PASTOR ON BIGYGLE HORT 


DR. BRUSHINGHAM HAS NARROW 
ESCAPE FROM DEATH. 


While Riding a Wheel He Is Strack by 
a Runaway Team and Left in the 
Street Unconscious — Horseman 
Comes to His Aid and Notifies 
Friends — Examination Reveals 
Many Severe Injuries, Which May 
Yet Prove Dangerous. 


The Rev. John P. Brushingham, pastor 
of the First Methodist Episcopal church, 
hada narrow escape from death while riding 
on his bicycle to his home in Berwyn. His 
injuries, which have not fully defined.them- 
selves, will keep him ill for some time, and 
should complications arise may yet prove 
dangerous. 

Dr. Brushingham left his study in the 
church at Clark and Washington streets 
early Thursday afternoon to make a few 
calls on the west side before proceeding to 
Berwyn. He concluded his visits about dusk 
and started west in Twenty~-sixth street on 
his bicycle. 

When approaching Fiftieth avenue he 
found himself cut off by a wagon which was 
moving slowly ahead of him. He started to 
ride around it when a team, rushing wildly 
toward the city—apparently a runaway— 
bore down upon him. Before he had time to 
turn out of the way the team and wagon 
passed over him, leaving him lying uncon- 
scious at the side of the street. 


Cared For by a Horseman. 


Although drivers were in both vehicles 
neither apparently paid any attention to the 
injured man, because when he regained con- 
sciousness there Was no one in sight. He 
saw a light which appeared to be about a 
block away, and, rising to his feet with 
P07 gl he began his attempt to reach the 

ouse. 

After a struggle that must have lasted 
three quarters of an hour the minister 
reached the house, which proved to be the 
residence of Louis H. Ezell, the horseman. 
Mr. Ezell heard some one calling, appar- 


‘ently from a distance, and went to search 


for the unfortunate. He found Dr. Brush- 
ingham almost at his door endeavoring to 
keep his feet. 

Putting his arm around the injured pastor, 
the horseman—one of a class often referred 
to. by Dr. Brushingham in his sermons—be- 
came a good Samaritan. He carried his un- 
expected guest into the house and made him 
as comfortable as possible. Then learning 
the name and residence of Dr. Brushingham, 
he hurried to a telephone and notified friends 
of the accident. 


Physician Finds Many Injuries. 

Dr. Arthur MacNeal drove from Berwyn 
to the residence of Mr. Ezell, where he ar- 
rived about 9:30 o'clock in the evening. The 
transfer to the home of Dr. Brushingham in 
Berwyn was made hurriedly. There Dr. 
MacNeal began his examination of the in- 
juries, which had been temporarily dressed 
at the home of Mr. Ezell. 

The physician found that both bones of the 
right forearm had been broken. Three 
gashes, circular in form, and three inches in 
length} were stitched up over the left eye, 
which was closed. Another cut was found in 
the left cheek. Turning his attention to the 
other side of his patient’s face, Dr. MacNeal 
saw another gash over the right eye. which 
was so deep that it took out part of the bone. 

In addition to these cuts the body of the 
injured man was covered with bruises, indi- 
cating that the feet of the horses had struck 
him in several places besides in the face, 
where their shoes had left the circular 


gashes. 
Results Still Uncertain. 


Dr. Brushingham about midnight seemed 
better, but it was impossible to tell then or 
any time yesterday whether he had been in- 
jured internally. 

A search of the vicinity where the accident 
occurred failed to produce any traces of the 
bicycle which Dr. Brushingham rode. It fs 
supposed that either the wheel was borne 
away on the tongue of the wagon drawn by 
the runaway team or was picked up and 
thrown Into one of the wagons. 

While Dr. Brushingham believes the acci- 
dent was due to a it is 
thought the driver may have been traveling 
at an unusual rate of speed and did not see 
the minister when he turned out.

CALLS IT ‘CLUMSY WHITEWASH.’ 


Report of the State Charities 
Board. 


Follett W. Bull, attorney for the Civil 
Service Reform league, said he was sur- 
prised at the finding of the state board of 
charities because it was in direct opposi- 
tion to the evidence presented. He referred 
to several instances in which the testimony 
was emphatic, yet the board in its report 
declared that there was no proof before it. 

“The attitude of the members of the 
board, with the exception of Judge Gibbons, 
was so hostile that it was impossible to ob- 
tain a fair consideration of the evidence,” 
said Mr. Bull. ‘“ For instance, they ruled 
out everything prior to Jan. 1, 1901, until 
Mrs. Anna J. Toler, an attendant, appeared, 
when they pérmitted her to testify of the 
careful manner in which the institution was 
conducted and to make a favorable com-. 
parison to the institution prior to 1901. 
When we sought to prove her*vidence false 
by contradictory testimony they again 
brought up the old rule that we could not 
go back of Gov. Yates’ administration. 


Where Testimony Was Contradicted. 


‘‘The report states that there was noth- 
ing to show that inexperienced nurses were 
placed in charge of wards. The direct testi- 
mony of Dr. V. A. Podstata was that he had. 
known inexperienced, nurses to be given 
charge of wards. The doctor testified also 
that the discipline among the male attend- 
ants always had been poor and gave two in- 
stances. 

**Again, Dr. Podstata’s testimony con- 
tradicted the statement of Supt. Corbus, 
who said he employed all the help. In this 
Dr. Podstata was borne out by Dr. Foster, 
who testified that he was employed in the 
town and had been at the hospital two days 
before he saw Dr. Corbus. Then, he said, 
Dr. Corbus appeared much surprised, but 
said he was glad to see an experienced as-' 
sistant back in the institution. The tes- 
timony of both these physicians showed 
positively that Trustee Small usurped the 
authority of the superintendent and hired 
all the employés. 

**In the question of political assessments 
Dr. Corbus told Dr. Foster he did not be-. 
lieve in the system himself, but that he had. 
to give 5 per cent of his salary to the cam- 
paign fund just as well as the others. This 
was after he had sent for Dr. Foster and in- 
formed him if he did not pay his assessment 
he would be discharged. Dr. Podstata stated 
never had contributed willingly to 

e fund. 


Says Intoxication Was Admitted. 


“The report censures Supervisor Wagner, 
but finds that the charge of drunkenness was 
not substantiated. Why, Wagner admitted 
that he was intoxicated and the only ques-. 
tion at dispute between him and Hill was 
which put the other to bed. ' 

“In regard to the births of the two chil- 
dren Dr. Podstata testified that such a thing 
could not have occurred had the rutes of the 
institution been enforced. In the case of 
Lena Dystra it was shown beyond question 
that the insane women and kitchen help 
work together. 

“The report is a clumsy application of 
whitewash and deserves the condemnation 
of every citizen having the welfare of the 
state institutions at heart.”’

TAMMANY PICKS A 


GANIZATION’S HEAD. 


Followers of John F. Carroll Are 
Routed by a Vote of 27 to 9— William 
S. Dev ppears and Demands Seat 
as Leader from His District, but Is 
Refused Recognition — Formal 
Charge Is Made That He Secured the 
Place by Hilegal Means. 


New York, Sept. 19.—[Special.]—Chariles 
F. Murphy, Tammany leader of the Hight- 
eenth assembly district and president of the 
dock board during the administration of 
Mayor Van Wyck, was elected leader of the 
Tammany organization this evening. 

The meeting, at which the Croker-Sulll- 
van-Murphy faction won the contest against 
the followers of John F. Carroll, Was one of 
the most exciting, from a political stand- 
point, held in years in the Tammahy head- 
quatters. The factions split and there was 
a roll call, which showed that the Croker- 
Sullivan-Murphy leaders could control 
twenty-seven votes of the executive commit - 
tee, while the followers of John F. Carroll 
could muster only nine votes. _., 

Another feature of the meeting was the 
appearance of William 8. Devery as the po- 
litical leader of the Ninth assembly district. 
The ex-chief of police ran against the cold 
shoulders of the Tammany leaders. 


Devery Promises to Fight. 


After spending an unpleasant hour, he 
made a formal demand for his credentials, 
and then left in a rage, declaring he was 
going to fight for his rights, and if necessary 
he would hold in the street the convention 
for the election of delegates to the state con- 
vention from his district. Several district 
leaders said they did not care where Devery’s 
convention might be held. 

‘Formal charges were made against Dev- 
ery on the ground that he had won a ma- 
jority of the voters at the primaries last 
Tuesday by fraudulent methods. The 
charges were referred to the committee on 
elections. 

Devery arrived at the meeting in a car- 
riage. When he’went into the room where 
the meeting was to be held there was silence 
for a time, followed by some perfunctory 
‘‘ How do you do’s.”” Several leaders did not 
shake hands with him at all. 


Resolution Divides Factions. 


One of the first matters taken up was that | 
of the leadership. President Haffen offered | 
the following resolution: 

‘* Whereas, The experiment of a committee 
of three has proved the desirability of indi- 
vidual responsibility and leadership, 

“ Resolved, That the position and duties 
heretofore occupied and performed by the 
committee of three be hereafter occupled 
and performed by Charies F. Murphy.” 

A substitute was offered by Leader Martin 
continuing the present three headed plan. 
There was a spirited debate. The vote was 
taken on the substitute, and the roll call 
showed twenty-seven leaders to be in the 
Mutphy column and nine leaders to be in 
the Carroll, or anti-Croker, column, 


Carroll Party Is Routed. 

The original resolution, naming Charles 
F. Murphy as leader, was then put. The 
same vote was recorded, with the exception 
that Charlies F. Murphy declined to vote. 

There was no handclapping or demonstra- 
tion when the vote was announced, andina 
short time other routine matters were 
taken up. 
Sénator Plunkitt said each leader would 
be expected to look after his delegation to the 
state convention. 
Resolutions were offered to change the 
place of holding of conventions in the Ninth 
assembly district from the Horatio Seymour 
club, the headquarters of the Goodwin-Smith

Formal Charge of Fraud Filed. 

Frank J. Goodwin presented a formal pro- 
test against the committee recognizing Will- 
jam 8S. Devery as the leader of the district 
organization. His protest was in writing, 
and he alleged that the election of William 
S. Devery at the primaries was secured by 
fraud and the use of illegal means, 

The protest was handed to Senator 
Plunkitt of the committee on _ elections. 
When the committee room was almost clear 
William 8. Devery strode in. He walked up 
to Secretary Smith and said gruffly: 

‘‘Mr. Secretary, I demand my credentials 
as the leader of the Ninth district.”’ 

On the table before Secretary Smith was a 
large envelope. It contained the credentials 
issued to the district leaders for the con- 
ventions. 

‘I want my credentials,” Devery saidina 
louder tone. 


Refuses to Give Credentials. 

“This envelope is addressed to Frank J. 
Goodwin,’’ Secretary Smith said. “‘I have 
no power to giveitto you. You will have to 
see Senator Plunkitt of the committee on 
elections.”’ 

Mr. Devery glared at his opponent and said: 
‘““We might as well start the ball rolling 
right here and now. I demand my creden- 
tials and won't ask for them. I will hold 
conventions in my district if we have to hold 
them on the street. 1 won't ask for the cre- 
dentials again.”’ 

“Then Mr. Devery strode out of Tammany 
hall.

Mr. Wright is on his way to Minneapolis, 
where he will deliver an address on, “Is 
There a Solution to the Labor Question?’ 
before the national convention of employers 
and employés next Monday, and which will 
be addressed by President Roosevelt next 
Thursday. 

“ Arbitration works," he declared, and 
again it doesn’t work. The trouble with it is 
that it always leaves more or less of a bad 
taste in. the mouth. There invariably re- 
mains some feeling of dissatisfaction, not to 
say rancor, on the part of one side or the 
other. 

Mutual Agreement His Plan. 

* The practical and, tomy way of thinking, 
the proper way to settle labor troubles is for 
both sides to be fair and decent and settle 
their differences themselves. They ought to 
be able to do this better, and certainly can 
do it with far more mutual satisfaction, than 
by having outsiders step in and settle their 
troubles,"’ 

- The commissioner does not take a hopeful 
view of conditions in Pennsylvania. 

-“] cannot say when the strike will end,” 
he declared." ‘‘I predicted when it started 
that it wowld last at least five months, and 
that will give it another month to go. So 
faz as my department is concerned, I went as 
far as I thought I properly could in making 
My. feoent report, recommending that a 
‘conciliatory committee,’ or a committee of 
mutual understanding,’ be appointed joint- 
ly by the operators and minéfs to investigate 
the dispute and formulate some plan of set- 
eet that would be satisfactory to both 
sides. 


Explains President’s Position.

NEW CHARGES ARE MADE 
AGAINST LUKE WHEELER. 


Clews Pouring Into the State’s Attor- 
ney’s Office and Being Investigated 
~—Preparing for the Trial, 


Further charges that Luke Wheeler was 
the head of a clique which fixed taxes on a 
wholesaie scale are reaching State's Attor- 
néy Deneen- daily. Detectives are hard at 
work on these hew charges, and the evidence 
may be presented to the grand jury during 
the coming week. . 

We have received information from every 
quarter,”’ admitted the state’s attorney last 
night, “‘and ali accusing Wheeler of being 
the. chief factor in widespread tax fixing 
operations.

that he paid $60 to a man he believes to have 
been Luke Wheeler. A member of the firm 
frankly said that the money was for fixing 
his personal taxes. 

Mr. .Deneen 
Miehael Hoy, a clerk in the county treas- 
urer'’s office, as to the handwriting on the 
alleged forged receipt in the Masonic temple 
case, which is said to have been in part the 
work of Hoy's brother, James B. Hoy, who 
already has been indicted with Wheeler, 
Capt. Edward Williams, and John J. Healy. 
He got little information, however, Clerk 
Hoy asserting that he was no expert and 
knew nothing about the matter. 

Preparation is-now being made for the trial 
of Wheeler, which begins next Wednesday, 
on the chafge of forging promissory notes.

GIRLS WIN THBIR STRIKE. 


EMPLOYES OF BREMNER BAKERY 
GO BACK TO WORK, 

| 

Cracker Packers to Be Paid Under New 
System, but Company, Which Is Part 
of the Biscuit Combine, Guarantees 
That No Redaction in Pay Shall Re- 
sult from the Change—Chairman 
Job Brings About the Conference 
and Agreement. 


The Bremner bakery, a plant of the Nation- 
al Biscuit company, came to terms with its 
girl employés yesterday and the strike of the 
200 cracker packers came to an end. The 
settlement was obtained by Chairman Fred- 
erick W. Job of the state board of arbitration, 
and by its terms the girls get practically all 
their demands. 

The settlement came after a long conference 
at the Great Northern hotel in the morning. 


| D. F. Bremner Jr. explained that the com- 


pany was not anxious to reducé wages, but 
to reorganize work. He claimed that under 
the old system much time was wasted and 
that the firm cannot obtain enough girls to 
do its work unless the system is so changed 
that twelve girls can do the work formerly 
done by eighteen. 


New System Explained. 

To this the girls objectéd, but Mr. Bremner 
went on to explain that the firm had so ad- 
justed work that under the new system it 
would not be heavier, but would be better 
systematized. The girls then claimed their 
pay would be reduced and the firm met this 
with @ guarantee that no one in its employ 
would be reduced under the average made 
during the last three weeks of work. The 
girls then agreed to try the new system and 
the firm promised them that if it was not a 
success the old one would be put into force 


again. 

Under the old system the girls received 
1% cents a dozen boxes for packing, and the 
average pay was $1.32 a day. The girls, 
while working by the plece, were their own 
assorters, and, the firm claims, were not 
able to do so much work as could be done 
if one corps were set to assorting and an- 
other corps to packing. To overcome this 
the new schedule was introduced and it 
brought on the strike. 

Under the new plan the girls are to be 
placed about tables, no table to have more 
‘than twelve, and the girls are to be divided 
into groups, some assorting, some arrang- 
ing, and some packing. The tables are to be 
paid $17.50 a day and the girls are to divide 
this evenly. If the $1.45 each is fo receive 


is less than their wages in the past, the com- * 


pany is to make up the difference. 


Girls Give Their Consent. 


The girls are skeptical and the firm agreed 
to average up the pay of each girl during 
the last three working weeks, put the new 
system into force for a week, and compare 
the average pay under the two systems. If 
it finds that the new method is a cut In wages 
it will restore the old. If it finds that the 
new system gives the girls more work it 
will restore the old. The girls at a meeting 
at Horan’s hall, Harrison and Halsted 
streets, indorsed the scheme and it will be 
tried. 

“The trouble comes primarily fronf a lack 
of girls,’ said Chairman Job in discussing 
the strike. ‘‘ The firm cannot hire enough 
to do its work and it had to reorganize the 
system. The girls did not seem to realize 
this and revolted. They understand it now 
and will return to work. The firm was most 
considerate and did not offer any objec- 
tions to the demands of the girls. Mr. Brem- 
ner was eager to reach an undértanding and 
the girls ware as anxious to go back to 
work.”’ 


Paper Box Makers on Strike. 


While the cracker packers were holding a 
jubilation the paper box makers, another 
girls’ union, was preparing for a hard fight 
to get better wages and working conditions. 
The center of the trouble was about the 
Schroeder Manufacturing company, 87 West 
Jackson boulevard, which was tied up by 
the walkout of the girls. Notice was sent 
to other paper box manufacturers that if 
they did not give the desired increase in 
wages a general strike would be called on 
Monday. 

All was quiet around the plants. The girls 
were not to be seen, and when members of 
the union were questioned regarding their 
absence. all replied that the union prohibits 
picketing save by men or boys. This reg- 
ulation, a new, one in union circles, was 
heartily indorsed by labor leaders and wii 
probably be adopted by every union having 
women on its rolls.

Announces Transfer of Games from Bal-

STEAL TRUST WINS SUIE 


ONE EFFORT TO PREVENT BOND 
CONVERSION FAILS. 


New Jersey Court. Decides Against the 
Woman Who Sought tp Prevent Cor- 
poration from Retiring Stock and 
Issuing New Paper at Lower Rate— 
Company Cannot 
Plans Until Hodge Case Ia Settled— 
Joy in Morgan's Office. 


New York, Sept. 19.—[ Special. ]}—The Court 
of Errors and Appeals of New Jersey this 
afternoon decided in favor of the United 
States Steel corporation in the suit brought 
by Mrs. Miriam Berger to restrain the cor- 
poration from converting $200,000,000 7 per 
cent preferred stock into 5 per cent second 
mortgage bonds. 


‘The decision, although not unanimous, was 


by a large majority vote, the court dividing 
as follows: Chief Justice Gummere, Justices 
Van Bickel, Collins, Fort, and Garrettson, 
and Judges Hendrickson, Bogert, and Vroom 
favored the right of stock conversion, and 
Justices Garrison and Pitney and Judge 
Voorhees voted in the negative. 

The effect of the decision is to reverse the 
decision of Vice Chancellor Emery, 
granted an injunction restraining the com- 
pany from carrying out its purpose. The de- 
cision will not, however, have any effect on 
the suit of J. Aspinwall Hodge against the 
corporation, as that suit is based on entirely 
different allegations, according to a state- 
ment made by one of the interested at- 
torneys. 

The Berger case attacked the right of the 
corporation to make the conversion. The 
Hodge case attacks the manner in which the 
plan was proposed and adopted. The allega- 
tion that a majority of the board of direct- 
ors would share in the profits incident to the 
disposal of the bonds did not appear in the 
first action. Opinions in the Berger case are 
being written by Justices Van Sickel and 
Garrison. 

Steel Trust Celebrates Victory. 

The announcement of the steel trust's vic- 
tory caused mutch joy in the offices of J. Fr: 
Morgan & Co: As so0n as the news tickers 
sent out the information officers of the cor- 
poration, counsel for the company, and 
friends of J. P. Morgan went to his office to 
extend their congratulations. Incidentally 
the steel stocks were boomed on the stock 
exchange, and they rose nearly a point on 
heavy transactions, mostly in lots of 1,000 
shares and more. 

Speaking of the decision, George W. Per- 
kins, chairman of the finance committee, 
said that of course the members of the com- 
mittee felt much gratified. 

“ Wor once,” he remarked, “ we are not as 
black as some péople would paint us.” He 
Aeclined to discuss the effect of the decision 
except to say it was of the utmost impor- 


tance.

After an investigation lasting all summer 
the special committee, consisting of Ald. 
Snow, Butterworth, and Litzinger, submit- 
ted their charges against Mr. Kiolbassa, and 
the full committee, with the exception of 
Ald. Dougherty and Sullivan, democratic 
members, sustained the findings. Ald. Brad- 
ley, democrat, voted with the republican 
aldermen. 

The request of the corhmittee for Mr. Kiol- 
bassa’s removal will be sent to the city coun- 
cil Monday night, 

“Politics,” Says the Mayor.

Blamed for Loss of Life. 


With reference to the St. Luke sanitarium 
fire the report, after explaining that the 
building had been condemned by the building 
inspectors as unfit for hospital paticnts., 
says: 

* There would have been nd, loss of life in 
the St. Luke society fire if the elevator shaft 
had been constructed in accordance with the 
ordinance. The building department, with 
official. knowledge of the actual condition of 
the elevator shaft, was grossly negligent of 
its duty when it failed to enforce compliance. 
The issuance of a certificate of safety ia the 
face of Inspector Price’s report should be 
sufficient warrant for the dismissal of the 
offending official or employé from the publie 
service. 

‘So far as can be learned only one peison 
in the department of buildings has been pun- 
ished-in connection with this fire, and that is 
Inspector Price, whose report stated the 
exact condition of the elevator shaft and 
which received official confirmation in the 
fire that followed a month later.”’ 


Service Held Extremely Bad. 

It is declared that the investigation of the 
department shows a condition of affairs that 
‘could scarcely be worse.”’ . 4 

“The service is poorly organized and il) 
directed,’ says the report. . “‘ The official 
records are imperfectly kept or wholly lack- 
ing, Official discipline is poor, and in every 
department of inspection there is every evi- 
dence of incompetency, neglect of duty, or 
veniality on the part of somerof the staff of 
inspectors.” 


Charges Against Kiolbassa. 

The records of the office, it is declared, are 
sc poorly kept as to “ facilitate fraud or dis- 
honesty.” Aside from these charges, there 
are three made specifically against the build- 
ing commissioner. It is charged that— 

“He retaine in the public service in- 
spectors shown to be incompetent and whose 
incompetency he has himself ‘admitted. 

‘He retains in the service inspectors 
proven guilty of gross neglect of duty, the 
proof being in his possession. 

“ He has refused to file charges with the 
civil service commission against employés 
concerning whom grave charges of derelic- 
tion of duty have been made, and, until 
forced by public opinion, refused to prefer 
charges against one of his inspectors who 
was publicly charged by a responsible citizen 
with extorting a bribe.” 

Says Law Is Violated. 

What the committee characterizes as a 
* most insidious and flagrant violation of the 
ordinances” is that of permitting buildings 
to be put up without permits. It is pointed 
out that the inspectors admitted thie sec- 
tion of the law to be violated constantly, and 
that no attempts were made to punish the 
violators. 

‘ These violationsare of a character,” says 
the report, “that not only bring Chicago 
real estate into disrepute among investors 
but jeopardize the lives of citizens occupy- 
ing the buildings. The attitude assumed by 
the building commissioner when his atten- 
tion was called to these derelictions on the 
part of his inspectors and department is not 
calculated to inspire confidence in his ad- 
ministration of the office.” 


Removal Is Suggested. 

For these reasons the removal of the builld- 
ing commissioner is suggested. The report 
says: 

‘* Your committee belleves that no effective 
réform of the départment of bulldings can 
be brought about until it shall have a head 
who is competent and experienced, and who 
has a thorough knowledge of the objects for 
which the departnfent of buildings is or- 
ganized and an appreciation of his responsi- 
bijities and a willingness to obey the law. 

** Section 2 of the building ordinance re- 
quires that the commissioner of buildings 
shall be an ‘ experienced architect, civil en- 
gineer. or builder.’ 

“By his own admission the present in- 
cumbent is neither.”

SECURITY FOR GOVERNMENT DEPOSITS. 

A certain element in Wall street has been 
urgihg the secretary of the treasury to place 
more public funds in the national bank | 
depositories and accept the bonds of private 
corporations as security. The secretary 
has done his best to relieye the regular au- 
tumn stringency in the money market; he 
has permitted the banks to deposit borrowed 
government bonds with the treasury de- 
partment to secure the additional deposits 
he has already made; he has advanced the 
interest on United States securities payable 
next month, but he cannot exceed the pro- 
visions of the law governing the deposit. 
of public moneys in national banks. 

The bankers in Wall street are trying 
to prove that under a “ liberal ” interpreta- 
tion of the law he may accept “ good” 
railroad and other bonds instead of goy- 
ernment bonds. The law reads that the 
banks receiving government deposits shal! 
“* give satisfactory security by the deposit 
of United States ‘honds otherwise.” 
Until now nobody has suggested that “ other- 
wise” meant “ other bonds.” Formerly the 
banks were not only required to secure de- 
posits of public funds by government bonds 
but also by the sume reserve as was re- 
quired to protect private deposits. This 
deprived the banks of the full use of the 
government funds, and in 1887 they were 
permitted to satisfy the secretary of the 
treasury of the security of the deposits 
“ otherwise.” than by keeping a reserve on 
hand. 

Wall street may be restricted for a time 
in promoting combinations, but the country 
is not suffering acutely from the condition 
of the money market. There is money 
enough in the west to move the crops, and 
the west cannot see why the secretary of 
the treasury should assist Wall street’ in 
financing sundry schemes.

In 
the present agitation of the tariff, trust, and 
financial questions his utterances will be 
of special intgrest in themselves, and in 
addition to that he has such a happy facul- 
ty of investing finance and allied topics 
with interest by his homely illustrations 
and strong common sense that those who 
attend will be richly repaid. No one need 
stay away on account of unfavorable 
weather, for a big crowd can be taken care 
of under cover. 

Secretary Shaw deserves the compliment 
of a good audience. He is the best stump 
speaker in the administration next to the 
president. He is a sturdy and impressive 
yet eritirely unassuming representative of 
the old type of statesmen. Though but a 
plain Jowa farmer he has become one of 
the most influential and dominating per- 
sonalities in the public life of the national 
capital and an administration official in 
whom the whole country has confidence. 
The president made no mistake when he 
went to Iowa for Leslie M. Shaw. What 
such a man will have to sny would be of 
interest at any time. At present, in view 
of the recent episode in Iowa, the interest 
becomes absorbing. Secretary Moody’s 
aquatic dispatch to Congressmen Foss and 
Boutell, announcing the engagement of Mr.

{LETTER OF MARQUISE DE PONTENOY | 


Copyright, 1902, by the Marquise de Fontenoy. 


HERE is one feature in connection 
with King Edward's creation of a 
royal British academy for the promo- 
tion of historical, philosophical, and 
philological studies that has signalized 

hia coronation year to which I have not seen 
any reference made in all that has been 
‘written about the matter. It is thie: that 
the academy in question owes ite existence 
Jargely, if not mainly, to foreign pressure 
and advice. 

Some years ago an international associa- 
tion of the various national academies of the. 
world was organized, and it arranged for 
quatrennial meetings, to be held.first in one 
capital and then in another. The first meet- 
ing took place in Paris in 1900. England on 
that occasion was represented by the so0- 
called ‘Royal society, which, however, re- 
stricts itself to certain obtruse branches of 
science, and the consequence was that it 
was felt by the various national academies 
that figured at the congress that Great Bri- 
tain was not properly represented, especially 
as regards history, philosophy, and philolo- 
gy. Pressure was therefore brought by the 
foreign academies upon some of the eminent 
men of learning in England to secure the 
creation of a national academy before the 
next international congress of academies 
meets the year after next in London, and it 
4s in deference to this, im responge to this 
urging, that King Bdward has created a na- 
tional English academy, olosely on the lines 
laid down as far back as 1865 by Matthew 
Arnold when, in hie “ Essays im Criticism,” 
he recommended that a British academy, if 
ever founded, should differ in constitution 
from the French academy in the subordina- 
tion of the literary element to those of his- 
tory, philology, and philosophy. 

The international congress of academies 
comprises the Imperial Academy of Sciences 
at Vienna, the Royal Academy of Sciences of 
Berlin, the Royal Academy of Sciences at 
Pesth, the National Academy of Sciences at 
Washington, the Royal Academy of Sciences 
at Amsterdam. In all thereare eighteen, and 
the advantage of.an international under- 
standing between all these various national 
academies will readily be appreciated. 

How little the fashionable world or court 
influence has had anything to do with the 
constitutions of the new English academy 
may be seen by the lists of its members, in 
which there are, but three peers—namely: 
Lord Dillon, the learned president of the 
Society of ‘Antiquaries; the equally erudite, 
Lord Reay, president of the Royal Asiatic 
society; and Lord Rosebery. The new pre- 
mier, Arthur Balfour, ie likewise included. 

From Rome I hear that the relations be- 
tween the pontiff and certain cardinals are 
strained, so much so that on the namesday 
of the holy father, that is to say, the festival 
of St. Joachim (in Roman Catholic countries 
namesdays are celebrated like birthdays), 
both Cardinals Parocchi and Oreglia pointed- 
ly absented themselves from the reception 
of the Sacred. college at the vatican, held 
for the purpose of enabling the cardinals to 
present their congratulations and gvod 
wishes to Leo XIII. And in order that there 
should be no mistake as to the reason of 


occasion, old Cardinal Oreglia made a point 
of showing himself on foot im the most 
crowded and fashionable quarters of the 
-Bternal City to prove that he was in perfect 
health and that it was not through indis- 


| position Or illness that he had abstained from 


visiting the pontiff on the latter’s namesday. 

Cardinal Oreglia is one of the only two sur- 
viving members of the Sacred college who 
owe their red hats to Pope Pius IX., and has 
always been more or less of an opponent to 
Leo XIII. Of late his antagonism has be- | 
come more open and pronounced. 

King Edward's notification to the public 
that henceforth payment for admission will 
be exacted from people desiring to visit 
Windsor castle and the treasures contained 
therein, 25 cents in American money being 
charged per adult and six pence, or half that 
amount, fof children, is an innovation as far 
as royalty is concerned, though there are 
plenty of great nobles who have made a 
practice for some time past of charging the 
same amount for admission to their picture 
galleries, their castles, and their town man- 
sions, the dukes of Wellington and of West- 
minster being among the number. 

Like these members of the aristocracy, the 
king purposes to devote the money thus ob- 
tained to charities. But still it may be ques- 
tioned whether the exaction of a price ofad- 
mission is not a little bit infra dig, and 
whether it would not have been better for 
the king to have allowed his subjects to see 
the palace with which he has been provided 
by the nation without asking them to pay for 
the privilege as heretofore. 

There is a good deal of speculation as to 
the reasons which prompted the king of 
Italy while at Berlin to use exclusively 
either French or Italian in those of his utter- 
ances which may be described as official, 
and even in his personal intercourse with the 
members of the German reigning family, the 
dignitaries of the Berlin court, and the Ger- 
man official world. For it was recalled that 
his mother, Queen Margherita, is-°to all in- 
tents and purposes a German princess, hav- 
ing spent her youth at Dresden with her 
mother, a sister of the present king of Sax- 


ony. 

The fact of the matter is that King Victor 
Emmanuel understands German perfectly. 
He speaks it, however, with a pronounced 
accent, and with much less fluency than 
either English or French. Although a sensi- 
ble man, he is perhaps, on account of his 
diminutive stature and peculiar appearance, 
particularly sensitive to ridicule, and, as the 
German press had indulged in a good deal 
of heavy humor at his expense, he naturally 
was anxious to avoid giving, while at Berlin, 
any fresh cause for ridicule by means of a 
too pronounced foreign accent or grammat- 
ical errors which he might perpetrate if ven- 
turing to speak German. 


Following closely uwpom the liberation from 
prison of ex-Capt. Keglewitch by means of 
an act of chemency comes the news of the 
appointment of Prince Philip of Saxe-Co- 
burg-Gotha to the proprietorship of an honor- 
ary colonelcy of the Fifty-seventh regiment 
of Austrian infantry—the first token of impe- 
rial favor that he has received since the 
tragedy of Meyerling, of which hé is today 
one of the only survivors. The honor thus 
conferred upon the prince may be regarded 
as an indication that the emperor does not 
a:together approve of the liberation of the 
ex-captain, and that if he consented thereto 
it is because he realized that there had been 
certain judicial,mistakes in connection with 
the sessions of the court martial by which 
Prince Philip's former chamberiain was con- 
victed. 

It may be noted in this connection that the 
act of clemency, by virtue of which the ex- 
captain and cavaliere servente of Princess 
Philip of Saxe-Coburg has been. set at lib- 
erty, did not emanate as usual in cases of 
this kind from the emiperor, but from the 
minister of war. 

The ex-captain has abandoned his inten- 
tion of coming to America for the present, 
and is at the present moment in Servia, where 
he has applied to King Alexander for a com- 
mission in the Servian army. There is. @ 
good deal of objection, however. offered 
thereto by the Servian officers, who cannot 
forget that the ex-captain had not only worn 
the garb of a convict, but has ‘ikewise been 
subjected to the frightful indignity of solemn 
military degradation.

Fora while he traveled 
with some ef the small combination com- 
panies which murdered the Bard of Avon 
for the benefit of western mining camps, but 
eventually even that got away from him. 
Then he descended to comic operasand musi- 
cal com@dies in which royal roles, though on 
a burlesque basis, were still to be had. Al- 
ways, ag I soon learned, his desire was to play 
the deadly serious, with a strong leaning to- 
wards heroic tragedy. Asfate would haveit 
he was a scholar as wellasa gentleman, and 
so far as he could fit himself for heroic parts, 
without help from nature, he had done so. 

‘“ He knew the history of the stage almost 
from the time of the Greek drama, and while 
he was appearing through the country in 
the garb of a burlesque king he had always 
in his pocket a volume of Avschylus to read 
in the smoking cars.

We, the jury, censure the Presbyterian 
hospital for not reporting the case to the 
coroner’s office.” 

The woman's husband testified in the 
morning, and in the afternoom the three dec- 
tors who had attended her. 

Dr. Louis Moore of the hospital staff. 
who attended Mrs. Dubsky, was the first. 
witness. He said he attended Mrs. Dubsky 
from July 18 until the time of her death, and 
diagnosed the cause of her death as blood 
poisoning. 

Dr. Frank J. Novak of 872 South Lawndale 
avenne, testified that he atte Mrs. Dub- 
sky for two months. He said she was suf- 
fering from blood poisoning. Dr. Charles 
Stulek of 527 South Winchester avenue, who 
had known Mrs. Dubsky for fifteen years, 
also said the woman suffered from blood poi- 
soning.

Bank Statement Forecast. 


Stock market opinions as to the probable 
showing which would be made by the New 
York bank statement to be issued today were 
widely at variance last night.

CHURCH PRINCIPLES DISCUSSED. 


South American adventure. 


- Thoughtful Book by the Rev. Frank M. 
Weatcott. 

In a beok called “ Catholic Principles ’’ the 
Rev. Frank M. Westcott attempts to vindi- 
cate the claim of the Anglican church, and 
with it necessarily that of the American 
Episcopal church, to be in truth a part of 
the Holy Catholic church. Mr. Westcott’s 
book was not needed to convince Protestant 
Episcopalians that their organization was a 
part of the Church Catholic, and it was 
doubtless written for the purpose of meet- 
ing objections from the Methodists, Presby- 
terians, and other strictly Protestant bodies. 
It is not too much to say for this Episcopal 
} clergyman that he has brought to his work 
a deep knowledge of church history and a 
marked loyalty and devotion to the body of 
Which he is amember. What he says carries 
conviction with it to those who are in sym- 
pathy with the end the writer aims at, but 
there is much that he has said that will be 
combated alike by the ultra Protestant and 
by the Roman Catholic. 

When the Church of England, or rather 


leadership of Lord Halifax, asked the pope 
of Rome to pass on the validity of Anglican 
orders, the answer was received that it would 
» seem any intelligent man might expect to 
receive when such a question was put to such 
an authority. The pope declared that Angli- 
can orders were not valid. In other words, 
that-the Anglican church and the Episcopal 
church of America could not rightly lay claim 
to being possessed, so to speak, of the apos- 
toHic succession. In other words, the pope 
said, as far as the directly transmitted right 
to administer the sacraments was concerned, 
the Anglican clergy were in the same boat 
with the Presbyterians, the Baptists, and the 
rest of the sectaries. This was not at all to 
Anglican liking, but, as Frank Stockton would 
eay, it is * what might have been expected.” 
As a matter of fact the only question that 
was ever raised about the apostolic succes- 
sion in. the Anglican church was as to the 
validity of the consecration of Parker as 
archbisntiop of Canterbury. The story that 
was told about the Nag’s tavern consecration 
was too ridiculous for belief by any sensible 
person, and the official act making Parker 
archbishop through consecration by the four 
bishops whom Queen Mary had turned out 
of office, but who came back under Bliza- 
beth, is too well attested to need defense. 

A large part of Mr. Westcott’s book is 
given -over to showing that the Anglican 
church existed for centuries before it was 
subject to Rome and that the Roman period 
was little more than the result of usurpa- 
tion. ‘Mr. Westcott is an extremely high 
church man, but he uses his pen to combat 
Rome as vigorously as he does to combat 
protestantism. He says that he stands on 
catholic ground and that he believes it is 
the ground upon which all people might 
meet. This may seem a little bit Hke ar- 
rogance considering the comparatively small 
numbers in America at least of the members 
of Mr. Westcott’s church, but after reading 
his book one must at least give him the 
credit of sincerity. 

There are some figures given in “‘ Catholic 
Principles which are surprising. They 
show that 20,000 adults belonging to other 
churches join the Bpiscopal church of 
America every year. Mr. Westcott says: 
“No other Christian body 4n the country 
has maintained any such percentage of prog- 
ress, unless by immigration, of which our 
church has had hardly any.” <A glance at 
the title page. of this book will show in a 
second the stand which Mr. Westcott takes. 
There in large type appear the words, “‘ The 
American Catholic church in the United 
States,"’ and then in small type the words: 
“Commonly called the Protestant Episco- 
pal church.” Whether the reader be a 
church man or not there ts a world of in- 
terest in this Episcopal clergyiman’s book. 
It is published in. Milwaukee by the Young 
Churchman company.

mETE collection of all that Edgar A. Poe 
_e@ver wrote into an excellently super- 
vised edition is a thing for which all 
lovers of American literature will re- 
turn thanks. - The issue is known as 
the “‘ Virginia edition,” a name most appro- 
priate, considering that Poe's passionately 
loved wife bore that name and that Prof. 
James A. Harrison and his asgistant, the 
editors of this publication, hold chairs In 
the University of Virginia. This ambitious 
edition appears in two forms, one with many 
small -volumes and portrait frontispieces, 
the other larger, with additional illustra- 
tions. Prof. Harrison has written a life of 
Poé, and this properly fills the first of the 
seventeen pocket volumes. To the tales, 


| which fill five yolumes, Hamilton Mabie has 
| written an introduction. Prof. Charles W. 


Kent has written an iritroduction to the 
poems, which, printed in chronological order, 
fill but one volume. The critical work of 
Poe, so much misunderstood in his day; Dut 
now appearing to confute.the charges of 
cruelty laid at his door, occupies six vol- 
umes. Much of this matter has never be- 
fore appeared in book pages. Two volumes 
are devoted to essays and miscellantes, and 
the last volume is filled with letters—letters 
by Poe, and to him and about him, and. 
finally, the obituary notices written by true 
and false friends. 
Seldom has a writer been more denuded 
of privacy than Poe has in this elaborate 
publication. His life les bare—and the 
waves of prejudice may beat over it as they 
will. But, indelicate as such a denuding is 
Hable to be, in this case it is not so. ‘That 
character which it has been the fashion for 
ali manner of persons—however sleek, dull, 
complaisant, or vulgar—to ‘regard with easy 


| contempt, has been attired too long in the

| GYP’S LATEST ROMANCE AND HER 
BOOK ON THE BOURBON SUCCESSION | 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TRIBUNE. ] 
* ARIS, Sept. 8.—Gyp’s talent is certainly 
extraordinarily prolific, ‘and, like Miss 
Braddon, she is able to produce two or 
three volumes while other writers are 

working away on one, Her latest, 
**La Fee,” has just appeared, and I find it 
more interesting than one or two of her 
latest volumes. Poor Gyp has suffered so 
much in the loss of her promising son that 
one wonders she has the courage to continue 
her writing. I met her not long ago, and 
her eyes filled with tears while she spoke of 
her son, 

“ La’ Fee,” published by Péer Lamm, is 
a story of modern social life, like soumany 
of Gyp’s novels. The heroine, the “ Fee,’ 
who has merried ah old man for social posi- 
tion.and other advantages, is a heartiess 
coquette, bent on destroying men’s happi- 
ness. Her fiirtations: have already led to 
the death of several of her admirers, who 
have killed themselves in despair upon her 
account... Not content with her captures in 
her own World, she even tries her coquetry 
upon @ peasant man—a young, handsome 
fellow who lives nearby. Unlike her other 
admirers in her own class, however, the 


peasant lover, wildly in love with her, knows. 
noirestraint, and she pays a heavy penalty 


for ‘her folly, and is later forced to know 
that her only child, which she presents to 
her husband as is, is but @ peasant’s son. 
The leason,. was a bitter one, but it avenges 
the sufferings of many gallant admirers. 
No one paints the actual French society 
more cleverly just as‘ it is than Gyp; and 
there is a verve and dash about her books 
which is always refreshing. 

More interesting, however, even than her 
mew book, is Gyp’s résumé, which has just 
appeared, of the mysterious facts concern- 
ing the last of the Bourbons, called forth 
by the following article: 

“ The countess of Iesoudun and the countess 
of Vierzon were the legitimate daughters 
of a religious marriage contracted at Lon- 
dom by the duke de Berry during the emi- 
gration. Napoleon was at that time in all 
his glory. ‘The prince married Mrs. Brown 
without the consent of Louis XVIII, and 
the marriage was null in consequence, ac- 
cording to royal right. But not content 
to annul it, it was kept as secret as poasi- 
ble, so much so thet the duchess of Berry 
only learned the names of the daughters of 
her husband on the tragic night of Feb. 13, 
1820. The reason for this silence may be 
found ignored until today in the existence 
of a third child, a som, who received no 
princely title and waecalled plain Mr. Brown 
until the day of hisdeath. He diedat Mantes 
la Jolie twenty years ago, a little before his 
half brother, the count de Chambord. By 
the laws of’ blood he was the elder—the 
legitimate heir of the throne of France. He 
did not marry and remained in a severe re- 
treat, im which he had been placed, ever 
since his infancy." 

. To this Gyp replies: 

“The religious marriage contracted in 
London without the consent of Louis XVIII. 
was nal according to royal right... Wage it 
not. also null according to civil right? Iga 
religious marriage sufficient to legitimize 
children according to French law? Does it 
give chiidrem of such am issue the right to 
inherit—a crown or anything else—on a par 
with children born of a marriage regularly 
celebrated? With us the natural child, even 
when recognized, cannot claim the righis 
of a legitimate child. The duke of Berry 
might, while he was about it, have avowed, 
if it wae hie, this third child to-his wife with- 
out in amy way menacing the future prob- 
lematic inheritance of the comte de Cham- 
bord, bie legttimiate son. 

“One of the most ardent defenders of 
Brown's princely parentage, the archivist of 
Mantes la Jolie, after having explained that 
George Brown astonishingly resembied Louis 
XVL, adds: ‘In the first place, his death 
certificate suffices. You will see that the 
‘witnesses of thie were Rene Louis de Pau 
cigny-Lacinge and Urban de Charette, neph- 
ews of the dead men. Or these men, having 
married the daughters of the duke de Berry 
and Mrs. Brown, if they are the nephews of 
Brown the lattér must have been the brother 
of the Mme. de Feucigny-Lucings and Mme. 
de Charette, and, in. consequence, the duke 
de Berry's son." 

“ This is Two.men 


marry two women. These two women have 
a brother. Why do these two men become 
the nephews of thts brother and not their 
brother-in-law ?”’ 

Here, at least, is an error of a generation. 

‘But, in any case, for what reason, because 
one is the brother, or even the uncle of MM. 
de Charette and Lucinge-Faucigny, is it im- 
plied that Mr. Brown was the duke de Ber- 
ry’s son? 

** Historians, memoirs, and even the author 
of the article trying to prove this are in ac- 
cord in saying that the duke de Berry mar- 
ried with a religious ceremony at London 
Mrs. Brown, Mrs. Brown, not miss—a 
widow, and not a young girl. Then, what is 
there extraordinary about this widow’s hav- 
ing a son by the dead Brown to whom no one 
desires to impose any but a terribly effaced 
role? 

* Even if Georges Brown had really béen 
the son of the duke de Berry (religiously mar- 
ried, we mitist not forget thet) and the elder 
of the count de Chambord, I cannot under- 
stand what would have been his rightsto the 
French throne. Think of it! If all the chil- 
Gren born to our kings outside of marriage 
and before their legitimate children had 
come to put in their claim on the throne at 
+ the moment their brothers were about to sit 
upon it, what a time there would have been. 

‘* Does it not also seem that if this princely 
paternity that after so many years is claimed 
for this poer man, who perhaps preferred to 
remain simply the legitimate son of the Eng- 
lishman, his father, was real—it is probable 
that his mother instead of calling him 
Georges Brown—like the officer in the Dame 
Blanche, would have catled him FPerdinand, 
or at least Charies? That was worth while! 
One has not a son of the duke de Berry every 
day. 

And, moreover, if ‘the count: de: Cham- 
bord, who had a delicacy of soul, an excellent 
heart, and a great.fortune, had possessed— 
as well as these other gifts—a half brother 
at Mantes la Jolie, be sure that his brother 
would not have lived om a pension of 12,000 
| francs. 

“But the truth is Mr. Brown, instead of 
being, as today is clalined, the half brother 
of the duke de Berry's begitimate son, the 
count de Chambord. was only the half broth- 
er of his half sisters, which did not place a 
drop of royal blood in his veins. 

“ His astonishing resemblance to Louis 
XVI. (among all the Bourbons be chose bad- 
ly) was no doubt chance. 

“ The archivist of Mantes la Jolie, who 
would like to guarantee with alacrity a 
princely origin for its citizen and protégé, is 
not in accord with other writers trying to 
prove his princely identity when it comes to 
the question of his fe. 

“ One account declares: 

“He did not marry and confined himeeif 
in the retreat in which he had been inclosed 
since his infancy. 

“The -Mantes la Jolie. accounts. read: 
‘After having talked with the secretary of 
the mayor's hall or the druggist he (Georges 
Brown) returned home, where his wife 
awaited him, he was married to his cousin.’ 

*“ When, however, one asks the archivist at 
Mantes la Jolie, who writes these lines, why 
Georges Brown is inscribed as the gon of a 
Mr. Brown, he mysteriously replies: 

“ Ah, mystery, discretion! Georges Brown 
was older than the count de Chambord—it 
| was to him, in all justice, that the crown of 
France should have gone, you understand. 

“The crown of France! Decidedly the 
archivist is not serious. 

“And can one admit that a secret of this 
importance, known to an entire town, should 
remain hidden during nearly sixty years, 
and only today delivered to the public? 


“Do you think that if the fillation and: 
right to be the elder Mr. Brown were so 
certain and so well known at Mantes la Jolie 
there would not have been found when, after 
the war of 1870, rumors of a restoration were 
rife, some one sincere to proclaim? 

“What in the world are they doing in 
Frohsdorf when the eldest—the real, the onlv 
Bourbon who has a right to the throne—is 
only a few steps away at Mantes la Jolle 
and it is probable that this one would not 
make trouble like his cadet, and that he 
would give up the white fag without objec- 
tion? In any case it will cost néthing to go 
and see. 

i‘ Note that, while I am gfateful to the 
Bourbons for having given Henri IV. to 
France, I am in no way royalist—not at all.

Now, at least, he appears as he is, and 
the sins laid against him are hisown. The 
memoirs have been prepared in that ‘scl- 
entific spirit of truth -finding and truth tell- 
ing which makes the biographical and his- 
toriéal work of the’ present distinctive. 
Eulogies of Poe are not indulged in—he 
stands forth as he was, a sporadic genius, 
a born gentleman, a creature of too deli- 
cate nerve tissues, the victim partly of his 
own super fineness, partly of the pe“tod in 
which ‘he lived, which was destined to 
antagonistic to an apostle of beauty. 

Moreover, it transpires that the criticiams 

which brought most hatred upon him were 
not written solely by himself. They are 
altered and added to by Griswold, his liter- 
ary executor—“ who interpreted executor 
to mean assassin.” ‘The dislike of many 
and the enmity of several might have been 
spared Poe had this truth been sooner 
known, but those who found themselves 
abused by a scurrilous pen which they be- 
Meved to be Poe’s are not beyond the know!- 
edge of his innocence. Looking over his 
volumes.of criticism one discovers nothing 
savage.. There is keen discrimination, a 
catholic point of view, a frank and digni- 
fied desire to measure American literature 
by the standard of the world, end an ah- 
sence of puffery at all times. t such 
particularity ran counter to the sentiments 
of a public which, eager for ideals, desired 
to think ite Whittiers and Longfellows 
above adverse criticism was one of Poe's 
many misfortunes. To a great exterit 
Americans have not yet outgrown ‘this 
childish attitude and they are still inclined 
to pillory a man who dissects the work of 
popular literary idols. A case In point is 
that of Prof. Oscar Triggs, who has been 
misquoted, sneered at, and actually abused 
because he has tried to teach his students 
literary discrimination and to help them to 
measure Americans, not by the chautauqua 
/ standard, but by the standard of the world— 
the standard of Oxford, Paris, or Heidel- 
berg. 
’ For example, the American people were 
enchanted with the scholarliness, the purity, 
and sweetness of the poems of Henry Long- 
fellow. They felt a patriotic satisfaction. in 
the dignity of this poet, and set him forth 
as an example of what could be produced by 
a republic, a country of domestic ideals and 
commercial activities. Poe neglected to con- 
sider the question of environment. In judg- 
ing the work of Longfellow he applied gen- 
eral principles—and was hated for it. It fs 
generally supposed that he was savage and 
discourteous. <A brief excerpt from one of 
his famous critiques may assist in dissipating 
this idea, Poe writes: 

* We have said that Mr. Longfellow's.con- 
ception of the aims of poetry is erroneous, 
and that thus, laboring at a disadvantage, 
he does violent wrong to his own high pow~ 


| ‘ers: and now the question is, what are his 


ideas of the aims of the muse, as we gather 
these ideas from the general tendency of his 
poems? It will be at once evident that, im- 
bued with the genera! spirit of German song 
(a pure conventionality), he regards the in- 
culeation of a moral as essential. Here we 
find it necessary to repeat that we have 
reference only to the general tendency of his 
composition, for there are some magnificent 
exceptions, where, as if by accident, he has 
permitted his genius to get the better of his 
conventional prejudice. But didacticisem is 
the prevalent tone of his song. His inven- 
tion, his imagery, his all, is made subservi- 
ent to the elucidation of some one or more 
points (but rarel¥ of more than one) which 
he looks upon as truth. ... . Now, with 
as deep a reverence for ‘the true’ as ever 
inspired the bosom of mortal man, we would 
limit, in many respects, its modes of ineul- 
cation. ‘We would not render them im- 
potent by dissipation. The demands of 
truth are severe. She has no sympathy 
with the myrties. Al! that is indispensable 
in song is all with which she has nothing to 
do. To deck her in gay robes is to render 
her a harlot. It is but making a flaunting 
paradox to wreathe her In flowers and gems, 
. . « To convey ‘ the true’ we are required 
to dismiss from the attention all inessen- 
tials. . We must be persepicucous, precise, 
terse, We need concentration rather than 
expansion of mind. We must be calm, »4- 
impassioned, unexcited—in a word, We mi« 
be in that peculiar mood which, as pearly 
possible, is the exact converse of the poeti:. ~ 
He must be bind, indeed, whe cannot ; 
ceive the radical and chasmal difference '

I never knew 
him personally, but have always entertained 
a high appreciation of his powers as a prose 
‘writer and @ poet. His prose is remarkably 
vigorous, direct, and affluent, and his verse 
has a particular charm of melody, an at- 
mosphere of true poetry about it, which is 
winning. The harshness of his criticism I 
have never attributed to anything but the 
irritation of a sensitive nature, chafed by 
some indefinite sense of wrong.” 

Ali of which was eweet of Longfellow—and 
when was he ever anything but amiable?— 
but it does not indicate that he profited 
greatly by the instruction of this master of 
verse; nor, indeed, does it reveal an appre- 
ciation of the haunting and poignant loveli- 

* ness of those mysterious lines which cameto 
Poe with the ease that commonplaces come 
to the tongues of the rest of us. 

Hamilton Mabie’s esay on Poe’s Place in 
Literature’ is more eloquent than conclu- 
sive. It is well worth quoting from, andadds 
gteatiy to the Hterary value of the “ Vir- 
ginia edition.” Had Poe written such anap- 
preciation of a literary man, however, he 
would have ayed more decisiveness. He 
might have been wrong, but he would have 
etated his case and fought for it with valor... 
If it will not appear too inconsequent, a few 
unrelated quotations may be made from Mr. 
Mabie's sympathetic essay. 


“When all is said, however, Poe remains 
a man of singular individual genius, owing 
little to his immediate or-even to his remoter 
envirotiment; an artist who felt keenly the 
spirit of his art ds it has found refuge in 
beautiful forms, but who detached himself 
with consistent insistence from the influence 
of other artists. 

“In Poe the genius of the south seemed 
to pase abruptly from great affaire of state 
into the regions of pure imagination. In 
*The City in the Sea,’ ‘ Israfel,’ and the 
Verses to Helen *—to recall three of Poe's 
earliest and most representative poems— 
there is cOmplete detachment from the ear- 
lier interests and occupations, and complete 
escape into the world of ideality. It is part 
of the chatm of these perfect creations that 
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they are free from all trace of toil and time. 
Out of the new world of work and strife 
magical doors were flung wide into the fairy 
land of pure song; out of the soll tilled with 
heroic labor and courage a fountain sud- 
Genty gushed from unsuspected springs. 

“In expressing the idealism of the Amer- 
ican mind, this rare and subtle workman 
made images of such exquisite shape and 
molding that by their perfection they win us 
away from lesser and meaner ways of work. 
By the fitness of his craftsmanship he re- 
VYealed the artistic potentialities of the. 
American spirit. ¢ 

“ By critical intention, as well as by the 
virtue of the possession of genius, which is 
never provincial, Poe emancipated himself 
and wer.: far to emancipate American iitera- 
ture from the narrow spirit, the partial

He belongs to 
the realm where beauty reigns, but is forced 
to exist in a world of crass ugliness, of clash- 
ing contrasts, of disastrous discords. .. . 
The sadness of it all is in the necessity that 
constrains him to love one life and live an- 
other. The lingering pathos, the inherent 
sadness, the perpetual incompleteness, the 
failure in finality of his poetry as of Chopin's 
music, is thus explained. 2 
* Moreover, neither Chopin nor Poe ever | 
fully expressed themselves in their music 
or in the thought it conveyed. It is neces- 
sarily true that all expression merely ap- 
proximates completeness. Perfect artistic 
reproduction of an artistic conception ts im- 
possible. All representations fall short of 
that which is presented. But this is particu- 
larly true of these two artists. Both were 
artists by nature and by training. Each was 
defling with an .instrument imperfect in it- 
self and rendered the more deficient because

humaniy inartistic and frail. 3 
“ This I believe to be true: That Chopin, 
the musician, far greater than his music, in- 
dependent of instrument and performer, con- 
ceived that which he himself could not write. 
There are bird songs that cannot be reduced 
to musical score; there was in Chopin’s soul 
music that could not be incarnated... . 
If Poe is not always understood, it may at 
times be because we expect him to say in 
explicit terms what he is satisfied to suggest 
but faintly; if we do not catch the meaning 
. Of his language it may be that we are closely, 
watching the denotation of each separate 
word, unmindful that with Poe the sense as 
Often depends upon the sequence of sounds 
and the movement itself. If the pictures are 
not clear, grant that the painter may be striv- 
ing for impressiveness of whole effects rather 
than vividness of contributing details. ... 
Poe's genius is acknowledged and therefore 
neither its essence nor its phenomena can 
be fully explained, Wut this may be said—his 
‘is the genius not of mental power but of mel- 
ody. He remains a Chopin, not even a Men- 
Selssohn, much less a Beethoven, and still less 
Most lovers of: Poe will Gisagree with 
Prof. Harrison in his statement that the 
criticisms written by the poet reveal the 
“real Poe.” It is quite within the realm 
of possibility that the real Poe has never 
been revealed to any one—it certainly did 
not He wholly in the academic critic who 
quibbied over the construction of a sen- 
tence, or argued about the functions of art. 
More of it lay in the curious inventor of 
ideas 80 weird, so haunting, so tenAbrous 
‘that the most wholesome mind, having én- 
countered them in that cerie world where 
Poe's thoughts dwell, will not be able. to 
forget them. The real Poe dogged the steps 
of the poet; mocked him with his majesty 
in the hours when he found himself degrad- 
ed, hideous, incoherent, abased; insultéd 
him with reminders when he had attained 
high spiritual heights, and from them looked 
down in affright upon those shameful! hours: 
made him now .the beloved and now the 
commiserated being of good women: fitted 
him for the companionship of the greatest, 
and sunk him now and then to the fellow- 
ship of those who have iost the mastery 
of their wills. But even tn his basest hour 
he shadowed forth great thoughts, as the 
hand of a mad sculptor may, in his decay, 
still indicate by hazard strokes its power 
to shape some majestic figure in the preg- 
mant stone. Of all natures complicated, 
for li of idea, subjugated to the en- 
thraliment of an appetite, none is less un- 
derstandable than that of Poe. Perhaps 
it may be something of an impertinence for 
parc, moderate, medium men to attempt a

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STORY OF A STRANGE CAREER. 
A Convict Life Tale Told by Staniey 
Waterloo. | 

Stanley Waterloo’s latest book, *‘ The Story 
of a.Strange Career” (D. Appleton & Co.), 
purports to be and evidently is an “ authen- 
tic document.” Mr. Waterloo says in his in- 
troduttion: ‘“The story that ‘fellows this 
introduction..is literally true. There died 
lately, in a western state prison, a man of 
the class known as habitual criminal. He 
was, at the time of his death, serving out a 
sentence for burglary. For thirty years he 
had beem under the weight of prison discip- 
line, save for short periods of freedom be- : 
tween the end of one term and the beginning 
of another. ... Ap a true tale, as a 
study of sociology, as a picture ofone human 
life. somehow bent and twisted from the 
normal, this work, it seems to the editor, ls 
one of the most surprising of productions. 
Its frank unconsciousness, its striking reve- 
jations, its absence from all pose, combine 
to make it unique among the writing of men. 

, It was not hopeléssness, nor reckless- 
ness, nor penitence. which made this man 
write down unflinchingly what he remem- 
bered of the etory of his life. A cheerful 
reminiscent vein runs throughout all be tells. . 
His sense of humor is ever present. No- 
where appears a hint of the tragedy of his 
experience. Of that, he was not conscious. 
He was as free from remorse and self-un- 
braiding as a wild animal or a tree. The 
efory, one would imagine, should appeal to |, 
those who think. From the beginning can 
be seen in the character of the runaway 
eallor and one time officer of the navy traits 
which indicate his absolute failure, eventual- 
ly, as aman. He drifts. Heis irresponsible. 
He escapes from one dilemma only to get 
into another. He is thriftless and takes no 
thought for the morrow. He has no regard 
for truth mor for any of the righte of prop- 
erty. He lies and steals simply because lying 
and stealing are obvious things for him to da 
He Goes not think of doing anything else. 
The manner in which the story’ is told is 
characteristic and should open the eyes of 
sentimentaliets as to the real attitude of 
habitual criminals.” 

This convict went on a whaling expedition 
in the south Pacific when he was still quite 
a young.boy. He enlisted in the service of 
England, sailed on the Mediterranean, came 
to American waters, witnessed the New 
York draft riots, acted as ensign in the 
United States navy, chased blockade run- 
ners, was in Libby prison, attained liberty, 
visited Hayti, and at last went west. Here 
his career of crime must have begun, for 
though the reader searches the book for 
evidences of the man’s criminality, he does 
not find it. Starved, beaten, unjustly ac- | 
cused, set to work so arduous that it wasal- | 
most beyond human performance, the man 
often was. And it is true that he fell, 
naturally, into the ways of the men who aré~ 
down, the men who know toll in its ‘abject ; 
and terrible forms—men who squat on : 
other men's land, who creep miserably off to 
arid islands, who sieep in filthy bunks and | 
lack the ability .to overcome their “ incle- 
ment destiny.” But that the effect of this 
story on the “ sentimentalist ""—Mr. Water- 
loo uses the word with opprobrious intent, | 
évidentaliy—is to make him judge such’. . 
creature despicable, is a mistake.

LONG STRAIGHT ROAD. . 
Mr. Horton’s New Novel Will Not Please 
All Hie Friends. 

The engaging title of George Horton’s new 
novel is ‘‘ The Long. Straight Road *’—a title 
for which he caught the suggestion from 
Stevenson's ominous dictum: “ Times are 
changed with him who marries; there are no 
more bypath meadows, where you may inno- 
cently linger, but the-road lies long and 
straight and dusty to the grave.” 

It is a melancholy point of view, and 
Mr. Horton sustains it in his book, but itis a 
consolation to know that many readers will 
hold their méntal reservation as to the 
“ duatiness "' of the marital road, and not 
a few of them will have in: their recoliection 
certain flowery meadows on which the dew 
lies mornings and where the shadows length- 
en gently at the close of day. 

Mr. Horton has written of average people— 


kind here in Chicago, and Mamme Galli’s 
restaurant, the esplanade at the park, and 
many other familiar places furnish forth the 


realistic. Mr. Howells himself could hardly 

have been more diffuse in regard to certain 
small points, and the author has, indeed, 
——s the ugliness of this hard working 
own. 

The story is, briefly, this: Harry Chapfh, 
@ young clerk of superficial and affectionate 
nature, marries a girl who acts as model in 
a cloak department of a large store. She 
has the advantage of him in the matter of 
cleverness, and soon wearles of his unimag- 
inative devotion, and indulges herself in sen- 
timental experiences, one of which threatens 
to become fatal to her rectitude. Chapin’s 
closest friend is Edward Crissey, a man of 
a good deal of intellect, who wins in his pro- 
fession and politically, and who has a wife 
who long subordinates herself to him in every 
way, and who perceives, finally, her mistake, 
and arrives at the conclusion that she will 
show better wisdom by living her life at the 
full, decorating her attractive person, and 
holding her husband's admiration as well as 
his respect. The lives of these two families, 
the Crisseys and Chapins, are braided to- 
gether as lives will be, and they form many 

quaintances, some of whom have ill and 

me good effects upon their lives. The one 
really lovable character in the book is. Roth, 
a German, living in Chicago, who finds hap- 
piness and beauty where other men see only 
the day’s heavy task, or the night's vacuous 
idleness, or the mud of the paving, or the 
ugliness and commonplaceness of the town. 
Roth is loving and poetical, and beautifies by 
his sweetness all-that he beholde or that 
comes in contact with him. The children in 
the book are well depicted—their trresporisi- 
bility, the irrevelance of their remarks, their 
inexplainable despairs and delights, are all 
as natural as they can be, and could have 
been written only by a man who loves little 
ones. The women's characters are strong 
at the beginning of the book, but. lose some- 
thing of their distinctness and lucidity 


toward the close, as if the author beheld | 


them jess intimately, or had, for some 
reason, found their.identity obecured to his 
perception. The absence of plot is no fault, 
at least in the eyes of the present reviewer, 
who has never perceived that Hfe had any 
plot, and who, therefore, could not, consis- 
reise make any demand for it in a realistic 
novel. 

It is obvious to one acquainted with the 
bohemian group of writers and their friends 
in this city that Mr. Horton has drawn most 
of his characters from life. This is in ques- 
tionable taste, but it is safe to say that.it 
was not meant unkindly. The one actual 
offense in it is that after describing the phys- 


sons so that they could not be mistaken, Mr. 
Horton has made them actas their proto- 
types would not have done, and, in the case 
of Harry Chapin, has convicted the char- 
acter of an intellectual superficiality from 
which the original does not suffer. For ex- 
ample, Harry Chapin finds a wall of distrust 
rising between himself and his ambitious 
young wife. His heart is fairly broken 
at this condition, but he tacks the 
wit to discover the cause, and  su- 
pinely allows his happiness to be 
enatched from him by another man. Such: 
weakness, or lack of sense and will reveal a © 
degree of mental ineptitude of which the 
original for this character could not, in the 
nature of things, ever suffer. It would have 
been kinder, since Mr. Horton chose his char- 
acters from among his friends, to have devel- 
oped their lives to the points attained by the 
modéls; for at best, human achievement is 
small enough. 

In a general way it may be said that Mr. 
Horton has written better than in “ The 
Long Straight Road.” He is a lover of beau- 
ty, and ugliness offends him profoundly. 
He does not perceive the happiness and the 
poetry that abides in the hearts of even the 
most hurried and apparently commonplace; 
or the fact that the richness and fullness of 
life here in Chicago makes one oblivious to 
all that offends Mr. Horton, whose eyes love 
better the peaceful cities. and blue bays of 
Greece. Indeed, he is never more agreeable 
than when he writes of Greece; and if his- 
tory be not modern, so much the better for 
the happiness of the author and the joy of 
the reader—or if it be modern, at least tt is 
well for the setting to be amid ancient and 
delectable scenes, There is a passion and a 
beauty, and a perpetual facination in life 
in this busy and creative town. Mr. Horton 
perceives the outward demonstrations of it. 
He does not quite understand ites spirit; or 
at least, if he does, he has no pleasure of 
that knowledge, and his presentations reveal 
his aversion. This militates against the 
pleasure of the reader. The book is illus- 
trated by “‘ The Kinneys,”’ those cotperating 
artists, who, incidentally associated by mar- | 
riage, do their studio work in happy conjuc~ 
tion.

MISS BELL’S NEW STORY. 
Much of It Is Savoriess and Some of 
It Is Vulgar. 


“ Hope Loring,” Lilian. Bell's new novel, 
is the story of a southern family that went 
to New York and entered‘its social and 
business life. This family—the Loring—is 
depicted aé:of serupulous honor, of great 
charm, and of -the most excessive family 
loyalty. Hope, the youngest member of 
the household, is the heroine. She is a gir! 
of high spirits, much given to athletics, and 
decidedly not of the company of conven 
tional females. Socially the Lorings, owing 
to their’ cordiality, their inherent worth, 
and, of course, their money, are a success 
in New York, but in a business way they 
fail to hold their own. Loring fails, in 
spite of his utmost efforts, and on the day 
when copper slumps Hope, his daughter, 
rushes out on the street and sells copper 
right and left, deposits her money under 
a name which she has assumed, is knocked 
down by a runaway horse, and deprived of 
memory, and her family goes into a small 
flat and lives in abject poverty for some 
time. Their friends, with a few exceptions, 
desert them because, as Mrs. Loring ex- 
plaing to her old colored nurse: ‘“ To lose 
one’s money in the north is to lose one's 
friends first of all. Not one of my fine 
acquaintances has called upon me since we 
moved out here. and the reason they give 
is that ‘old New Yorkers never call on any 


100. But the real reason is that New York- 


has the bad taste to lose his money.” 

. But at the last chapter all the faithful are 
gathered in, there is an ensemble which 
reminds one of that’in a conventional and 
artificial comedy, the fortune Hope has de- 
posited is remembered and recovered, and all 
are prepared to live jhappily forever more. 

The scene in which the heroine is re- 
called from forgetfulness -to herself is 
bathetic in’ the extreme. The affection of 
the Loring family for each other is well 
sustained, but their delicate sense of honor 
ig not 80 clearly proved. For example, John 
Loring, the father; who is supposed to be an 
examplar of all yirtue, says to his guests: 
“Now, here is a rug which has a history. 
My agent in Contantinople got it from a man 
who had bribed one of the sultan’s eunuchs 
to steal it fromthe palace of Yildiz and sub- 
stitute another. So this rug once adorned 
the palace of the sick man of Europe.”’ 

The one Christian family in the book is 
hypocritical to the last degree, and both 
this Christian family and the Lorings hold 
their fortunes in the uncertain tenure of 
speculators. Loring squeezes Stuart, and 
when the time comes, Stuart squeezes Lor- 
ing, but the reader is called upon to sym- 
pathize with Loring and not with Stuart, who 
is represented as being vicious. Stuart makes 
hypocrites out of his boys by preaching what 
he himself does not practice, and Loring 
takes the plan of introducing his sons to 
“life.” Stuart's niece Amy some 
of hig iniquity and holds this over his head 
till he accords justice to his sons, 

On the whole, it is not ideal company—a 
fact with which no one would quarrel but 
for the demand made upon the reader to 
acquiesce in the author's point.of view.
